Just as its ships were the first to 
reach Kingst ifter the West In- 
dian earthquake disaster, so. the 
American naval flag on the Celtic 
may be the first to bring actual food 
su] to Messina from any country, 
even though we are 3600 miles away. 
Ce the ship has been qdis- 
patched to sea in record time—in Jess 
«han eighteen hours after her captain 
conceived his humanitarian idea. 
lt is deemed a feather in the cap 
of the navy, an achievement which 


will take its place in the history of the 
service. The Celtic has in her cargo 
$150,000 worth of provisions, suffi- 
cient food for 50;000 people for one 
month, $32,000 worth of clothing, 
tents enough to accommodate 1000 
persons and a large quantity of medi- 
cal and surgical supplies. 

According to her orders the Celtic 
is to proceed first to Gibraltar, which 
she should reach in twelve days, and 
where she should receive congress’ 
formal authorization to distribute the 
government stores to the naked and 
starving Italians. She will waste no 
time at Gibraltar, but will simply 
touch there long enough to get the 
necessary congressional sanction and 
will then sail post haste to Messina.

With the horror of the San Francis- 
co disaster fresh in our minds , it is 
not surprising that the citizens of the 
United States, are doing all in their 
power to aid the survivors of the dis- 
aster in Southern Italy and Sicily. 

Through Governor Guild Massachu- 
setts was one of the first states to 
issue an appeal for aid, and the peo- 
pie are responding nobly. Here 
in Quincy where there is a large 
colony of Italians, many of them 
having relatives in the stricken dis- 
trict, the mayor has issued an urgent 
appeal for contributions, and it is to 
be hoped the citizens will make a 
prompt response. 

All contribations will be sent to the 
State committee and immediately 
rabled to Italy, so that effective work 
in relieving .ue sufferings of the sur- 
vivors can be rushed.

Every American citizen should read 


the last report of the Inland Water- 
ways Commission. It contains much 


, information bearing upon the future 


prosperity of the country. As has 
been shown recently that the improve- 
ment of American roads would result 
in great increase in the income of the 
farmer by reducing the cost of tran- 
sportation of his producis to market, 
80 doubtless would the inland water- 
way improvements be one of the most 
remarkable economies in transporta- 
tion that could be effected. It is es- 
timated that if the work of the water- 
way improvement should be go 
planned as to involve the expenditure 
of fifty millions a year for a period of 
ten years, the net result would save 
annually not less than two hundred 
and fifty millions in the cost of tran- 
sportation; the prevention of flood 
damage to the extent of one hundred 
and fifty millions; the saving of 
twenty-five millions in forest fires and 
of seventy-five millions in cheapened 
water power and in increase in farm 
productiveness of not less than five 
hundred millions. ‘The figures read 
like a fairy tale, for the estimate is 
that there would be a gain in these 
economies each year that the plan 
was in working order, of twenty times 
as much as the original expenditure. 
One feature of the plan that has been 
outlined is the impounding of im- 
mense reservoirs in different locali- 
ties. The water impounded here 
could be used for power purposes and 
also to regulate the flow of small 
streams during the dry season, as 
well as to improve the navigable con- 
dition of rivers.

Initial steps have at last been taken 
to secure a comprehensive and effec- 
tive system of co-operation fire ser- 
ivee for Boston and the nineteen sur- 
rounding cities and towns. Under 
this system it will be possible to send 
to the scene of a conflagration, or to 
cover districts where companies have 
moved up, a force of 95 engines, 125 
hose cariages, 40 ladder trucks, 28 
chemicals, 35 combination wagons, 
water towers, and other fire fighting 
apparatus, together with a force of 
5000 trained fire fighters. 

It is understood that the plan as 
contemplated includes a central sta- 
tion in Boston. From this station, 
direct signal wires will run to the 
central stations of the fire depart- 
ments in the nineteen cities and towns 
included in the scheme. In each of 
these fire stations a signal box will 
be located and connected by special 
wire with the central station in Bos- 
ton. 

Should a conflagration start in 
Quincy for instance, and get beyond 
control of the local department the 
chief could immediately summon the 
aid needed and the kind of apparatus 
wanted.

RELIEF I$ OBSTRUCTED 


Report That Lipari Islands 
Have Disappeared 


MEANS 28,000 MORE DEATHS 


Hovoc of Earthnuakes Not Con- 
' fined to the Coast 


Rome, Jan. 1.—Estimates of the 
death roll of the earthquake now cease 
to concern the Italian people. 

It is enough to know that’ the 
catastrophe is overwhelming. 

Figures would add nothing to the 
grief of the stricken nation, nor move 
to greater efforts those upon whom 
the work Of relief rescue has 
fallen. 

Every channel open to the govern- 
ment has been utilized to this end and 
other nations have been quick to come 
to its assistance, even before the cry 
for aid went up. 

Shiploads of 
carried out of the stricken zone to 
Naples, Palermo, Catania and other 
ports, and, according to the minister 
of marine, rescue vessels to the num- 
ber of thirty-six and now centered in 
the Strait of Messina and 5000 sol- 
diers are being landed on the two 
coasts. 

Thousands Are Starving 

Most imprtant of all now is the 
question of the living. 

Thousands of those who escaped the 
falling walls and the sweep of the tide 
are starving and without clothes or 
shelter. They can scarcely long sur- 
vive their sufferings. 

The first thought has been to carry 
food and covering for these helpless 
people and it has now been decided by 
the government to send a fleet of emi- 
grant steamers to transport them to 
other places. 

The latest reports received at Rome 
say that there have been many inter- 
mittent shocks after the first to which 
the greater part of the destruction is 
attributed. 

The British warship Minerva re- 
ported by wireless to Malta that two 
severe shocks occurred at Messina 
last night. 

Lipari Islands Wiped Out 

The Vita states tuat a wireless mes- 
sage from the Strait of Messina re- 
ports that Lipari Islands, a group 
of volcanic islands in the Mediterran- 
ean near the coast of Sicily, have 
disappeared. 

The total population of the group 
numbers 28,000 and must inevitably 
have perished. 

The minister of marine has rushed 
a torpedo boat to ascertain the facts. 

The Liparian Islands lie to the north 
of the northeastern section of the 
island of Sicily. The group consists 
of numerous islands, the seven 
principal ones being Stromboli, Pan- 
aria, Salina, Lipari, Vuncano, 
Filicuni and Alicudi. The group is 
part of the province of Messina. 

The climate is highly salubrious 
and the land is well cultivated and 
ylelds grapes, cotton and olives. The 
islands also are known as the Aeolian 
Isands, and here, according to the 
fable, Aeolus held the winds impris- 
oned in the caverns and released them 
at his pleasure. 

Forty-two Shocks 

Professor Ricco, director of the ob- 
servatory at Mount Etna, states that 
his instruments recorded forty-two 
distinct shocks after the first, but dur- 
ing the last thirteen hours they have 
been almost motionless. Etna and 
Stromboli are now quiet, and he is 
certain that the earthquake was not of 
volcanic, but geological origin, simi- 
lar to that of 1785. 

Lloyd ©. Griscom, the American 
ambassador, will leave here tomor- 
row and will proceed to Messina and 
other places in the south on an Ital- 
ian warship in search of information 
concerning missing American travel- 
ers.

been compensated by the very handsome and well construct- 
ed building that today becomes part of our public school 
equipment. It has been pleasing to me, and must be, I 
think, to all our citizens, to know that the building was 
constructed and equipped in all its details, but one, by citi- 
zens of Quincy. The school has been pronounced a splendid 
building by all who have inspected it and I hope it will long 
‘stand as a monument to Quincy industries. Unfortunately 
for the children who attend this school, the granite strike of 
the early spring delayed work on the building. But for 
this the building would have been completed earlier. 

During the past year the Council has appropriated 
$12,000 for a four-room addition to the Lincoln School and 
bids will be asked for in a few days. With the erection of 
this addition it is thought the accommodations for the 
Adams, Lincoln and John Hancock districts will be suf- 
ficient for some time. The erection of new buildings with- 
in the past few years has left four old wooden buildings 
standing idle and useless. These are the old High School, 
the two Coddington buildings and the old Quincy School 
building. Some of these structures have become targets for 
petty vandalism and I think it would be advisable for the 
Council to instruct the Mayor to dispose of at least three of 
these buildings. One of the two old buildings on the Cod- 
dington lot is in good condition and being located in the 
center it has been thought advisable to keep it intact in 
case it may be needed for further public use. 


HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES 


This is an important department of our public works 
and one that calls for careful thought and conservative 
management. ‘The work required of this department is en- 
tirely out of proportion to the amount of money appropri- 
ated for its use. We must, therefore, do the best we can 
with the money at our disposal, making all work on the 
streets as far as possible of a permanent nature. 

Some idea of the importance of this department can be 
inferred from the following brief statement of a portion of 
the work accomplished by it during the past year, viz:—

A total of more than 10,000 tons of crushed stone has 
been taken from the city ledge and placed upon our streets 
at an average cost of 70 cents a ton, loaded on the wagons. 
From the fact that about one-third of the amount of money 
appropriated for misceilaneous highways is required in 
cleaning streets, sidewalks and catch basins, you can readily 
see that the amount left for repairing the streets is neces- 
sarily small. 

The macadamized portion of Hancock street between 
City Square and Neponset bridge is in such a poor condi- 
tion that it should be rebuilt this year. The cost of ma- 
*eadamizing is about 95 cents a yard and the average life of 
such a street is from two to three years. Granite paving 
can be laid complete for $1.65 a yard. I believe it is econo- 
my for the city to pave this street in view of the heavy 
travel thereon. It would cost about $46,000 to pave and 
curb this portion of Hancock street and the cost of macada- 
mizing and curbing would be about $23,000. I think it 
wise to pave a portion of this street each year until the 
street is completely paved and I earnestly recommend that 
an appropriation be made for this purpose. 
thoroughfare which in my 
opinion should receive our attention. The largest business 
enterprise in the city is located on this street. Local pride 
should prompt us to provide a suitable approach to this in- 
dustry. The street at present is narrow, hilly and in general- 
ly poor condition. This street needs straightening and 
widening, particularly that portion of it between Des 
Moines road and Quincy avenue. I earnestly recommend 
this matter to your most serious consideration. 

The problem of laying the dust on our main streets is 
becoming a serious one, owing chiefly to the increase in the 
automobile travel. I am of the opinion that some method 
of oiling these streets should be adopted this year. I am 
having an investigation made for the purpose of determing 
the best method of doing this work, the results of which TI 
will later lay before you. 

The Fore River bridge during the past year has been 
replanked but it needs repainting and notwithstanding the 
fact that it is practically a new bridge considerable repairs 
will have to be made on it this year.

SIDEWALKS 


Good sidewalks are an essential factor of a city. Tt has 
been said that they are to a great extent an index of the 
character of a city. There is considerable opportunity for 
improvement in our sidewalks. I renew my recommendations 
of last year and earnestly urge that a substantial appropria- 
tion be made for the purpose of building permanent side- 
walks under the betterment act. 


PARKS AND PUBLIC PLAYGROUNDS 


I am a firm believer in parks and public playgrounds 
and think that as fast as practicable suitable playgrounds for 
the children should be provided in each ward of the eity. 
I also believe that so far as practicable the publie play- 
grounds should be flooded in the winter time for skating and 
provision should be made for that purpose. 

At the last municipal election the city accepted the 
provisions of Chapter 513 of the Acts of 1908 relative to 
providing and maintaining playgrounds of suitable size and 
equipment for the children of the city. Provision should 
be made in the near future for carrying this act into effect. 
During the past year the Park Commissioners have obtained 
good results with the mioney at their disposal. 


WATER DEPARTMENT. 


This department is fast becoming one of the largest and 
most important in our city. The demands for extensions are 
constant and increasing, particularly in Squantum, Houghs 
Neck and Rock Island. The people in these sections of the 
city are entitled to have their demands for water met with 
reasonable promptness. At the present time the City has no 
water pipes in Squantum or Rock Island and I recommend 
the extension of the water pipes to these districts. The pipes

in several of our streets should be replaced by larger ones, 
as they are now inadequate for the purposes required of 
them. During the past year this department has laid ap- 
proximately 17,000 feet of water pipe, set 20 hydrants, and 
31 water gates. 312 service conneftions were made during 
the year. The total number of miles of water pipe laid in the 
city is 106. The total number of services in use 6,403. 

The total number of meters installed to date is 1,913. 


SEWERS 
The work of construction was begun by this department 
in April last and carried on throughout the season with very 
good success. Two gangs of men have been employed. A 
little more than three and one-half miles of various sized 


. pipes ranging from 8 to 15 inches in diameter were laid dur- 


ing 1908. 

During the year 1908, 301 connections were made with 
with the public sewers. The money for particular sewers 
is exhausted and an early appropriation should be made for 
this .purpose, as there are several applications on hand that 
will have to be attended to in the spring. 

In the majority of instances the streets through which 
the sewers were laid last year were selected at the sugges- 
tion and on the recommendation of the Board of Health. 

A study is now being made for laying sewers at Houghs 
Neck. There are several petitions now on hand for the ex- 
tension of the sewerage system, an estimation of which will 
be made later.

POOR DEPARTMENT 


The worthy poor should always receive our earnest at- 
tention. During the past year the people who through 
sickness or misfortune have been obliged to apply to the City 
for aid have been relieved and made comfortable so for as 
the funds at the disposal of the Overseer would permit. 

Your attention will later be called to some permanent 
improvements which should be made in the buildings of 
this department. 

BOARD OF HEALTII 

This is an important department of the city government 
and upon the proper discharge of its duties to a considerable 
extent depends the health of the community. The facilities 
of the Board for the proper collection of garbage are now 
inadequate and further means should be provided. 

Recent legislation has made it obligatory upon each city 
of this Commonwealth to provide a hospital for the recep- 
tion of persons having small-pox or other diseases dangerous 
to the publie health. - 

I am advised that the City Hospital is willing to co- 
operate with the City in the erection and maintenance of a 
ward on its premises in connection with its hospital for the 
use of such patients. Authority must first be obtained from 
the Legislature before the City can avail itself of this offer. 
I recommend that the Mayor be authorized to petition the 
Legislature that authority be granted the City to make such 
an arrangement with the hospital authorities and to ap- 
propriate money for that purpose. The necessity of a strict 
compliance with all the laws intended for the preservation 
of the public health is earnestly urged upon all our citizens. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


The work of this department is constantly increasing. 
I believe the number of regular patrolmen should be in- 
ereased. A day ofticer should be placed in Ward 5, and one 
or more night officers should be added to the foree. 

In this connection I desire to call your attention to 
the fact that an order amending the ordinance regulating 
this department is now pending before your Board. I be- 
lieve the adoption of this amendment would tend to improve 
the discipline and efficiency of the force and earnestly urge 
its prompt consideration. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


This department has rendered excellent service during 
the past year. Fires in the city have been ably and eare- 
fully handled and have been attended with but small loss. 

Three new fire alarm boxes have been added, which 
greatly improved the service. 

The fire alarm battery at the Central Station has been 
remodeled and put in first-class condition. Some improve- 
ments will have to be made in the equipment of this depart- 
ment the coming year. Three of the horses are’in poor con- 
dition and should be replaced. 

The present fire engine has been in use about twenty- 
seven years and needs to be repaired and remodeled. It will 
cost about $2200 to do this work. 

An order for the purchase of a new fire-engine is now 
pending before your Board. I urge that this matter receive 
your early attention. 


WATER FRONT 


I believe the time has come when we should take an ae- 
tive interest in the development of the water front of our 
city. We should co-operate with our neighboring city of 
Brockton in its canal project, as a United States Government 
proposition for a free canal from Quiney to Brockton, Taun- 
ton, Fall River and Newport. The opening up of such a way 
would mean much to our city. I believe it would be wise to 
establish the office of Dock and Water Front Commissioner 
with no salary attached thereto. Such a Commissioner 
would give attention to the matter of establishing publie 
landing places on our shores and keep in touch generally 


with matters pertaining to the commercial development of 


our water front.

The form of government provided by our City Charter 


is as a- whole generally satisfactory. I believe, however. 
that in some respects the charter could be amended to an 
advantage. 

The term of office for the Mayor should be extended to 
two, and possibly three years. 


The Mayor should ex officio be a member of the School 


Committee. 

The number of Councilmen should be substantially re- 
duced, and authority to deal with much of the matters that 
now engage the attention of the City Council should be 
transferred to the Executive Department. 

Party designations should be eliminated at our munie 
ipal elections. 

WIRES AND SHADE TREES 

I think the time has come for the City Council to es. 
tablish a department of wires with men in charge who shall 
give their sole time to keeping in condition all fire alarm and 
police wires of the city and also pass upon the wiring for 
electric lighting purposes that may be installed in our pub- 
lie buildings as well as to take care of all the wires at pres 
ent installed in City Hall, the school buildings, fire houses 
police station and any other municipal buildings. At 
present there is an official connected with the Fire Depart 
ment branch of the publie service who is known as the Su- 
perintendent of Fire Alarm. That office was created when 
the official in question, had to take care only of the Fire Dy 
partment’s wires. A few years ago a police signal system 
was installed and since then the same official has had charge: 
of the police wires, although he is in no way responsible to 
the Police Department. At present there are 110 miles of 
Fire Department wires and 38 miles of Police Department 
wires to be looked after besides the battery rooms in th 
Central Fire Station and police headquarters, three steam 
fire alarm whistles and five fire alarm bells of a large size 
Considering the fact that the fire alarm men have practi- 
cally to ‘take care of all publie wires in the city, working for 
two departments and responsible only to one, it seems to 
me that the most business-like way to do is to create the of 


fice of Inspector of Wires. f 


The occupant of such an office should have the full r 
sponsibility of taking care of all public wires in the city and 
should have the power to pass upon the locations of our Fire 
and Police Department wires on the poles of public servi 
corporations which now reserve a portion of their poles for 
the City’s use. Such an official could also have the authority 
to order the trimming of trees where necessary and also t 
prohibit the mutilation of our shade trees by the employees 
of corporations which have their poles and wires in ty 
streets. In past years there hes heen considerable of this 
done in our city. If there is one thing we ought to bi 
ful of in our public streets it is the shade treees with w! 
our city has been blest in large numbers and for the prot 
tion of which we are annujly spending thousands of dol 
lars in the supression of pesis. I earnestly recommend that 
the Council give this suggested department its most carefu 
consideration, as it is in keeping with the policy pursued by 
other cities of this State, many not so large as ours, wher 
the best of results have beer accomplished.

Department’s Agents Dishonest.

No more strik- 
ing instance can be imagined of the 


desirability of having a central corps 
of skilled investigating agents who can 
‘at any time be assigned, if necessary 
in large numbers, to investigate some 
violation of the federal statutes, in no 
matter what branch of the publie serv- 
ice. In this particular case most of 
the men investigated who were public 
servants were in the executive branch 
of the government. But in Oregon, 
where an enormous acreage of fraudu- 
lently alienated public land was recov- 
ered for the government, a United 
| States senator, Mr. Mitehell, and a 
member of the lower house, Mr. Wil- 
liamson, were convicted on evidence 
' obtained by men transferred from the 
secret service, and another member of 
congress was indicted. 

Stopped Naturalization Frauds. 

From 1901 to 1904 a successful inves- 
tigation of naturalization affairs was 
{made by the secret service, with the 
result of obtaining hundreds of convic- 
tions of conspirators who were convict- 
ed of selling fraudulent papers of nat- 
} uralization. (Subsequently congress 
passed a very wise law providing a 
' special service and appropriation for 
the prevention of naturalization frauds, 
{but unfortunately at the same time 
that the action against the secret serv- 
ice was taken congress also cut down 
the appropriation for this special serv- 
lice, with the result of crippling the 
‘effort to stop frauds in naturalization.) 
The fugitives Greene and Gaynor, im- 
plicated in a peculiarly big government 
!eontract fraud, were located and ar- 
rested in Canada by the secret service. 
and, thanks to this, they have since 
gone to prison for their crimes. 
| The secret service was used to assist 
in the investigation of crimes under 
the peonage laws, and owing partly 
thereto numerous convictions were se- 
eured and the objectionable practice 
'was practically stamped out, at least 
fn many districts. The most extensive 
smuggling of silk and opium, in the 
history of the treasury department 
was investigated by agents of the se- 
cret service in New York and Seattle 
and a successful prosecution of the of- 
fenders undertaken. Assistance of the 
utmost value was rendered to the de- 
| partment of justice in the beef trust

The facts above given show beyond 
| possibility of doubt that what the see- 
H retary of the treasury and 1 had both 
Written prior to.the enactmen? of the 
obnoxious provision and what I have 
since written in my message to the 
congress state the facts exactly as 
they are. The obnoxious provision is 
of benetit only to the criminal class 
and can be of benetit only to the crim- 
inal class. If it had been embodied in 
the law at the time when I became 
president, all the prosecations above 
mentioned and many others of the 
same general type would either not 
have been undertaken or would have 
been undertaken with the government 
at a great disadvantage, and many 
and probably most of the chief offend- 
ers would have gone scot free instead 
of being punished for their crimes. 

Such a body as the secret service, 
such a body cf trained investigating 
agents, occupying a permanent posi- 
tion in the government service aud 
separate from local investigating forces 
in different departments, is an absolute 
necessity if the best work is to be 
done against criminals it. is by far 
the most efiicient instrument possible 
to use against crime. Of course the 
more efficient an instrument is the 
more dangerous it is if misused. To 

} the argument that a ferce like this 
can be misused it is only necessary to

} shall be so etticient as to be dan; 
& handled improperly, Any in

“Together with my companions, I 
Was in a train waiting to go to San- 
giovanni, the nearest spot. on thé 
mainland, to Messina, when the car- 
riage was literally lifted off the 
tracks, the station crumbling to the 
ground before our eyes. There was 
a roar like a hundred cascades fall- 
ing from a height Our terror lasted 
only moment and we were soon 
ig the heap of rubbish, all that 
was left of the station, guided by the 
cries of distress. We dragged forth 
the family of the station master, all 
of whom were badly injured. 
“Meanwhile the shocks continued 


and the sea gathered itself into a wall 


of water, destroying everything it 
touched. The sun had risen before 
we had completed our work of res- 
cue at the station. At our backs fire 
had broken out, illuminating the 
scene, which words fail to illustrate. 

“We were roused from our work by 


shouts and found ourselves in the em-

We soon joined bands of monks going 
about giving aid wherever it was 
possible, and later we found ourselves

AFFRONT TO THE POWERS 


Chinese Regent’s Dismissal of Hich 
Official Is Thus Regarded 
Pekin, Jan. 4.—Following the dis- 
missal from office of Yuan Shi Kai. 
grand councillor and commander-in- 
chief of the forces, and the appoint- 
ment of Ma Tung as grand councillor, 
an edict was issued appointing Liang- 
Fun-Yen, customs taotai, to the po-

Buffalo, Jan. 4.—Tom Longboat, 
the Canadian Indian, for the second 
time took the measure of Dorando 
Pietri, the Italian, who almost won 
the great Marathon at the London 
Olympic games.

GREAT WIRELESS PLANT 


Expiration of Time Set ty Navy De- 
partment For Bids 
Washington, Jan. 5.—Today marks 
the expiration of the time set by the 
navy department for the receipt of 
bids for the equipment of the vessels 
and shore stations of the United 
States navy with new wireless teleg- 

raphy apparatus. 

When the contract for the construc- 
tion of the apparatus is satisfactorily 
fulfilled the wireless equipment of 
our navy will have no peer on earth 
and sea. The department will be able 
to communicate quickly with any ship 
of the navy, no matter where it may 
be stationed. 

The contract calls for the

OIL TRUST FI FINE CASE 


Ended by Recision of of Supreme Court 
of the United States 

Washington, Jan. 5.—The $29,- 
000,000 fine case of the Standard Oil 
company will not be reviewed by the 
supreme court of the United States. 
The decision by the court to this ef- 
fect was announced by Chief Justice 
Fuller. 

The case came to the court on a pe- 
tition filed by the government asking 
the court in a petition for a writ of 
certiorari to order up the record in the 
case for a review of the decision of the 
United States circuit court of appeals 
for the seventh circuit, by which 
Judge Landis’ original decision im- 
posing a fine of $29,000,000 against 
the Standard Oil company for accept- 
ing rebates from the railroad com- 
panies was reversed. 

The action of the supreme court 
leaves standing the decision of the 
court of appeals, which was adverse 
to the government and favorable to 
the company.

It appears that the visit to Wash- 
ington of Francis J. Heney, who un- 
covered the Oregon land frauds 
which resulted in the trial and con- 
viction of Senator Mitchell of Oregon 
and who has lately been  con- 
spicuous in the San Francisco graft 
prosecutions, Was most opportune.

Burned Mortgage. 


(Continued from Page 1.) 


Rey. Fr. Coan said the society de- 
served to be congratulated for two 
reasons—the cancelling of the mort- 
gage on its hall and the fact that the 
man elected to the highest office in 
the gift of the citizens was a member 
of this organization. Rev. Fr. Coan 
said that he felt particularly proud 
of the election of Mayor Shea be- 
cause of the fact that it proved the 
people of Quincy were willing to rise 
above racial and religious lines pro- 
vided they had the right kind of a man 
to vote for and this they had in May- 
or Shea. He was glad to see that 
the citizens of Quincy were rising 
above party lines in city affairs in 
their efforts to secure the best men 
for their chief executive and this 
state of affairs had been brought 
about, largely, he said, by Mayor Shea 
who had lived a temperate life and 
who was a credit to the city and this 
organization of which he had so long 
been a member. 

Pres. John T. Shea of the archdio- 
cesan total abstinence union, said it 
was worth a great effort to come here 
from Cambridge to honor the socie- 
ty and the Mayor of the city. He 
spoke of the necessity for young men 
to join such organizations and said 
it was the decision that Mayor Shea 
made early in life to become a mem- 
ber that placed him in the mayor’s 
chair. The people of Quincy had con- 
fidence in the mayor, said Mr. Shea, 
because he had proved the master 
himself and because they knew he 
could master himself they had con- 
fidence in him that he could master 
the affairs of the city. He spoke of 
the. spiritual, material and physical 
benefits to be derived from joining 
such a society and said that there 
were mortgages on many homes in 
this country that could be burned like 
the one tonight if the fathers were 
total abstainers instead of spending 
their hard-earned money for intoxi- 
cating liquors. 

Dr. John H. Ash, who contributed 
largely towards securing the cancel- 
ling of the mortgage made a short 
address in which he thanked the mem- 
bers of the society for their hearty 
cooperation. He said he did not feel 
that any credit was due him because 
he had only done his duty and would 
be pleased to further the interests of 
the society in the future as it had 
been a pleasure for him to do in the 
past. 

Mayor Shea was next introduced 
and was given a rising reception that 
lasted for several minutes. Mayor 
Shea said he was particularly happy 
to be present at the burning of ‘the 
mortgage because he had always felt 
he had a hand in placing the mort- 
gage on the hall since he was pres- 
ident of the society when the hall 
was built and dedicated 20 years ago 
and he was glad to get rid of the un- 
pleasant reminder of this unpaid bill. 

Mayor Shea gave a short history 
of the organization, saying that when 
it was organized by the late Fr. 
Francis in 1875 there were 24 mem- 
bers on the books while the present 
membership was 175. Speaking of 
the reception given to himself he re- 
called his statement of a year ago at 
a similar banquet to him when he 
said he would endeavor to give to the 
city the best administration possible, 
or, at least, that he would give an 
honest one. He said it was particu- 
larly gratifying to him to know that 
the citizens of Quincy had endorsed 
him because he had tried to fulfil the 
pledge made a year ago. “During 
the present year,” said the mayor, “I 
will continue to try and give an hon- 
est administration so that when I 
conclude my labors as chief executive 
of the city, my record will be a clean 
one and you members of this society 
will have no cause to feel ashamed 
of me. 

“Getting away from this personal 
subject I want to say just a word to 
young men and that is this—stick, 
stick to your total abstinence pledge. 
It is the best assest, the best recom- 
mendation you can carry through 
life. It is the only safe guard for a 
young man, I am called on frequent- 
ly to give recommendations to young 
men and I am proudest when I can 
write that the young man I am rec- 
ommending is a total abstainer from 
intoxicating liquors. I took that 
pledge something over 30 years ago— 
I hope the reporters will let that slip 
by because it might make me feel old- 
er than I realy do—and I have never 
regretted it. For your own sake, 
your material success and your 
moral well being, stick to your total 
abstinence pledge.” 

William H. Teasdale, one of the 
charter members of the society, gave 
a history of the organization from 
the start and recalled many pleasant 
reminiscences of the old-time mem- 
bers who struggled in the early days 
to make the society and the total ab- 
stinence movement a sucess. 

Interspersed between the address- 
es there were vocal solos by Joseph 
Morrissette, Frank Mullen and Dr. 
Daniel B. Reardon, piano solos by 
Richard Shaw and Peter Morrissette, 
violin selections by Paul Morrissette 
and trios by the Morrissette broth- 
ers.

The Board of Trade has put its 
self on record as being opposed to 
amending the City Charter. This 
action was taken at the annual meet- 
ing of the Board, held Wednesday. 
Its opinion is voiced in the vote “That 
it is inexpedient to amend the city 
charter at the present time.” This 
vote was passed unanimously. 

As a rule perhaps the majority of 
the members of the Board of Trade 
are more familiar with the City 
Charter and its workings than is the 
Citizens’ Association which is so anx- 
jous to tinker with the charter, but 
whether they are voicing the senti- 
ments of the people at large a 
question.

The necessity for determining the 
extent and character of the water re- 
sources of the country, if such re- 
gources are to be wisely untilized, is 
emphasized by the Director of the 
United States Geological Survey in his 
annual report. In this report it is 
pointed out that prominent engineers 
have long advocated the extension of 
Government investigations of water 
resources, and that the work in the 
United States is not commensurate 
with that done in many European 
countries. If the United States were 
to provide for the prosecution of 
water-resources investigations on a 
scale of thoroughness equal to that 
of Switzerland, for example, it would 
eppropriate $11,000,000 annually, a 
gum 110 times greater than the pres- 
ent annual appropriation for similar 
work in this country. 

The average annual damage by 
floods in the United States has never 
been accurately determined, but such 
investigations as have been made in- 
dicate that the loss must be at least 
$100,000,000 annually. It appears that 
in many parts of the United States 
the proper expenditure of an amount 
equal to one year’s flood loss would 
prevent future floods; in parts of 
the country the cost would probably 
equal the losses of two or more years; 
but dn every licality prevention could 
be accomplished by an expenditure 
equivalent to the losses from the 
floods of a few years. 

In few flood regions, however, 
could this result be accomplished ex- 
cept under federal action. Most of 
the rivers are interstate. Their bas- 
ins were defined many thousands of 
years before State boundaries were 
conceived. The proper treatment of 
the flood question must therefore fol- 
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low the limits imposed by nature 
rather than the artificial lines defin- 
ing the sovereignty of the various 
States. Prevention of floods is pure- 
ly an engineering problem, and the 
engineers who have thoroughly in- 
vestigated it realize fully the necessi- 
ty for federal regulation.

“Old Faithful,” of the 5th field 
artillery, U. S. A. has been ordered 
put on the retired list with all the 
honors due to long and faithful ser- 
vice. “Old Faithful,” who used to be 
known as Putnam and later as Pe- 
king, is a horse, and there is not an 
officer or enlisted man in the entire 
service who has not listened ito the 
stories of this old horse’s wonderful 
intelligence and his splendid battle 
record. 

At the beginning of the Spanish- 
American war Putnam, as he was 
then called, was young and strong, 
and was earning a livelihood as a 
draft horse in New Haven, Conn. The 
Yale battery was then organized, and 
among the animals procured for pull- 
ing the ordnance of that command 
was Putnam. Putnam took to army 
life as a duck does to water, and in 
less than six weeks what he didn’t 
know about pulling an artillery gun 
carriage was not worth knowing. 

The fame of the animal spread 
throughout the regular and volunteer 
armies, and as one of the regular 
commands ordered to Cuba needed a 
firstclass, intelligent artillery horse,

At the ‘present time the patrons of 
the station are called upon to contri- 
bute various small sums of money to 
well dressed, healthy looking young 
fellows who tell a stock in trade hard 
luck story. Wednesday night a resi- 
dent of Quincy was approached by 
one of these men and although he re- 
fused to give the fellow any money, 
he did offer to buy him some food, 
which was refused in rather strong 
terms. 

So far these men have been working 
their game, with apparently little in- 
terference by either railroad em- 
ployes or police officials, and the peo- 
ple who use the trains daily are 
growing disgusted. If the regular 
officer at the station cannot catch 
the men, would it not be well to put 
plain clothes officer in the station?

According to the annual report of 
the railroad commissioners issued 
Wednesday 291 persons were killed 
on railroads in the state and 809 per- 
sons injured, during the past year. 
Of the killed 11 were passengers, 92 
employes, 27 were struck at grade 
crossings, 146 were trespassers and 
othesr numbered 15. During the 
same period the electric roads of 
Massachusetts injured 6072 persons, 
121 fatally. 

In addition to these figures it would 
be interesting to know how many of 
the accidents were caused by care- 
lessness on the part of the persons 
killed or injured. 

If these facts were supplied they 
would undoubtedly show that a large 
per cent of the fatalities were due to 
the victims themselves and not to the 
railroad companies. 

No matter how well a railroad is 
managed there are bound to be a cer- 
tain number of fatal accidents, as 
long as the general public disregards 
all rules and regulations, as they do 
at the present time.

At the risk of appearing ungracious 
we venture to ask those members of 
the Board of Trade who gave so much 
of their valuable time at their annual 
meeting, to the discussion of whether 
or not the city charter should be 
amended, if they also considered the 
advisability of making a move to get 
any business here. 

We admit that the question of 
amending the charter is a momentous 
one, but we also consider the future 
commercial life of Quincy equally as 
important. 

Evidently the members of the Board 
of Trade do not consider the present 
city charter any stumbling block to 
the commercial growth of the city, (a 
point which has been hinted at, by 
some of our up-to-date business men, 
who have long marvelled at the inac- 
tion of that worthy body.) There- 
fore we cannot be lenient with them 
on this score. 

The old saying, that great bodies 
move slowly hardly applies either, 
for even though great bodies move 
slowly, they do move, which is more 
then can be @aid of the Board of 
Trade. Its trikes us that the Board of 
Trade is more like Mr. Micawber 
waiting, patiently, silently waiting, 
for something to turn up, to give it 
an excuse for existing. Perhaps, like 
M. Micawber, it too, will sometime 
in the distant future, accomplish 
something, although at the present 
time there is little prospect of such 
a contingency, 


No better use could be offered for 
our warships than their going to Italy 
to bring what assistuce they can to 
the situation there. This is not the 
purpose, and it may be taken as @ 
most fortunate circumstance that 
these ships are now in that part of 
the world, and so available for practi- 
cal usefulness much more worthy 
than the punpose for which such 
vessels are desgined. The worst of 
the situation will, to be sure be over 
with by the time that our sailors 
reach the scene, but there will de 
much to be done, none the less, and 
in that work the trained efficiency of 
our men should be valuable. The 
fleet will find the ships of some other 
nations ahead of them— notably the 
Russians, who have done a splendid 
piece of service in the stricken coun- 
try, according to the reports, and have 
cemented the friendship of Italy and 
Russia. The work to be done, by 
Russians, Americans and others who 
may be there, is of a thoroughly prac- 
tical nature but underneath there lies 
a strong current of sentiment which 
may have an enduring effect on fu- 
ture international relations and the 
peace of the world.—Boston Adver- 
tiser.

AN ECCENTRIC 
MAN'S FORESIGHT 


His Home the Only Habitable 
One In Messina 


RESCUERS’ GREAT ENDURANG 


Gaved Twelve Thousand Persons 
From Ruins, All of Whom Have 
Been Provided For—Relief Work 
Greatly Aided by 
the Number of Thirteen Hundred 
Piled In One Grave 


Rome, Jan. 8.—The Italian cham- 
ber of depugies opened today in ex- 
traordinary session to adopt such 
legislative measures as are necessary 
to relieve the distress and make good 
the damage in the earthquake dis- 
trict. 

Speaking to The Associated Press, 
Premier Gioletti summarized the 
work accomplished by the govern- 


ferers. 

“In spite of what has been said | 
and written,” he said, “it is still! 
difficult and almost impossible to| 


realize the extent of the catastrophe 
and the work of succor already ac- 
complished. Perhaps a better idea 
can be had from a report to me by 
Minister of Public Works Bertolini. 
Writing from Messina, Bertolini says 
only one house in Messina is habi- 
table. It was constructed by a reput- 
ed eccentric, who for years past has 
been strengthening his residence with 
fron bars and other ingenious devices 
in order to make it strong enough to 
resist an earthquake. 


Great Task of Rescuers 

“The rescuers, during the first 
week, accomplished prodigies of en- 
durance. They saved 12,000 per- 
sons, some wounded and others in- 
jured, from the ruins. At the same 
time all the survivors, the total run- 
ning up into the tens of thousands, 
have been moved away, nourished, 
clothed and housed, all at the expense 
of the government. 

“There are no survivors at Messina 
today excepting a small number be- 
ing embarked on a steamer for Taor- 
mina or on board emigrant vessels 
placed at their disposal to convey 
them to a point near Syracuse. These 
last refugees can live for one month 
with the provisions on board the ves- 
sels transporting them. 

“The prompt co-operation of for- 
eign aid added much to the rapidity 
and thoroughness of the relief work, 
and in this respect America stands 
first.” 

1300 Dead In Trench 

A most impressive funeral cere- 
mony was witnessed near Messina 
Thursday when Archbishop Rarrigo 
made his way through the ruins of the 
city to the cemetery at Maregosso 
and blessed a grave one hundred 
feet wide and thirty feet deep contain- 
ing 1300 bodies. 

The dead were piled one on top of 
the other, and the remains have been 
covered with quicklime. The prelate 
was followed to the cemetery by a 
large gathering of survivors, whose 
lamentations mingled with the Latin 
words of the service. 

Subsequently the archbishop walked 
through the ruins and blessed the 
military hospital, the military col- 
lege, the barracks and the archbish- 
op’s house, considering the wrecked 
edifices as so many cemeteries. Un- 
der them were the remains of sol- 
diers, students, policemen, priests 
and monks. 

All the valuables found among the 
Tuins are being taken on board the 
steamer Duca di Genoa in the bay. 
Currency to the amount of $3,600,- 
000, including the contents of the safe 
of the Sicilian-American bank, was 
transferred to this vessel. A bank- 
er named Mauromatik, who was one 
of the richest residents, lost every- 
thing. Yesterday he went to the 
authorities barefooted and half 
clothed and asked for a pair of shoes 
and an overcoat. 

With the exception of Sant’ An- 
drea Avellino, all the churches in 
Messina have been destroyed. 


Isolated For Many Days 

The first train crawled into Villa 
San Giovanni yesterday, re-estab- 
lishing the link with the outside world 
for the distracted people who, since 
the earthquake, have been in com- 
plete isolation. British warships, 
however, were here Wednesday and 
put ashore enormous stores to be 
distributed to the sufferers by the re« 
lief party. Many persons were 
killed at this place and practically all 
the houses were overthrown and the 
survivors have suffered greatly be- 
cause of lack of shelter 
cold and rains and lack of food.

Washington, Jan. 9.—After having 
made President Roosevelt the object 
of criticism all day, with here and 
there words of commendation of him, 


the house of representatives last 
night, by a vote of 212 to 35, re- 


buked him by tabling so much of his 
message as reflected on members of 
congress in his recommendations re- 
garding the secret service detectives. 

By its action also the house de- 
clared it to be the sense of the house 
that it shall decline to consider any 
communications from any source 
which is not in its own judgment re- 
spectful. 

With feelings of outraged dignity 
and hurt pride on the part of many of 
its members, the house gave itself 
up entirely Friday to a discussion of 
one of the most momentous questions 
that ever came before it—its functions 
as a legislative body in distinction 
from those of the executive branch 
of the government.

port of the special committee appoint- 
ed to deal with the language in the 
president’s annual message and in 
his special message of last Monday 
bearing on the secret service relating 
to members of congr 


sted, the re- 


ss was submit- 
ted, and it was used as the basis for 
some of the most earnest and vigor- 
ous speeches ever heard in the his- 
toric chamber. 

A Scathing Arraignment 

The special committe says the pres- 
ident’s language in regard to the 
passage of th secret service measure 
was not respectful, was without 
basis in fact and therefore not justi- 
fied. The president’s explanation of 
his own words are not accepted and 
the committee insists on its inter- 
pretation. 

Accompanying the report was a 
resolution which declared it to be the 
sense of the house that it shall decline 
to consider any communication from 
any source which is not respectful, 
recommending that the objectionable 
portion of the president’s annual mes- 
sage be laid on the table and that 
similar action be taken with respect 
to the message of last Monday be- 
cause of its being “unresponsive to 
the inquiry of the house” as to what 
the president meant when he said, re- 
ferring to the limitation placed upon 
the field of operations of the secret 
service, that the “chief argument in 
favor of the provision was that the 
congressmen themselves did not wish 
to be investigated.” 

The house was in no mood to treat 
the subject otherwise than seriously, 
but in the speeches the references to 
the president were almost invariably 
couched in parliamentary language. 
Nor the president without his 
supporters.

In response to a request which I 
received through the mails from a 
voter who wanted to know just 
wherein the elimination of party pol- 
itics would or could result in any 
material advantage to the community, 
I find in going into the subject in a 
thorough manner, that my views on 
this particular question are contained 
in the report of the New York com- 
missioners of 1876 appointed “to de- 
vise a plan for the government of 
cities in the State of New York.”

STATE HOUSE LETTER, 


Boston, Jan. 6, 1909. 


New conditions faced members of 
the legislature today in unusual num- 
ber. It has been a break-up of the 
traditions for the committees to be 
announced on the day of the organi- 
zation of the Senate and House. Both 
president and speaker were deter- 
mined that a good start should be 
made, and it remains to be seen 
whether there has really been any 
gain by having the committees to- 
day, instead of on Friday, as usual. 
It gives the appearance of prompt- 
ness for the committees to be given 
out thus early and it may have the 
effect of bracing up the spirit ofthe 
members so that they will keep up 
steam till the end of the session. 

President Treadway is ready to 
give reasons why he made certain ap- 
pointments. For instance, the nomi- 
nal leadership of the Senate goes with 
the chairmanship of the judiciary 
committee and it is generally recog- 
nized that Senator Potter of Worces- 
ter has exceptional qualifications for 
the position and he would have been 
a natural selection. But there are 
strong Senate traditions. Senator 
Spalding of Middlesex was the rank- 
ing member from last year and it 
would never have done to jump Pot- 
ter over Spalding’s head. Potter gets 
the chairmanship of mercantile af- 
fairs, a committee of which he was 
formerly House chairman, and it is 
one of the strong committees. Cowee 
of Worcester continues at the head 
of agriculture, as last year. Ross 
gets the chairmanship of labor be- 
cause he has long been the leading 
labor man in the legislature, though 
this is his first year in the Senate. 
Morse of Essex is chairman of rail- 
roads because he was ranking mem- 
ber, Potter of Worcester coming 
second. Turtle gets the chairman- 
ship of taxation, and that is likely 
to be one of the most worked com- 
mittees. 

In the House there was some sug- 
gestion that Mr. Hobson of Palmer 
was slated for the chairmanship of 


the judiciary committee, but Mr. 
Bishop of Newton, son of Judge 
Robert R. Bishop of the superior 


court, was the ranking member. His 
record has been good and there was 
no tenable ground whereby Speaker 
Walker could promote Hobson over 
Bishop's head. The House chairman- 
ship of railroads goes to Washburn of 
Worcester, and this is a high honor 
to the member, especially as he was 
outranked by Garcelon of Newton, 
who now stands second to him. Mel- 
len of Worcester, who entertained the 
Iiouse with some delightful reminis- 
cences of his service in 1877, gets a 
place on the committee on education, 
where he will have an opportunity 
to advocate the views which he urged 
upon the House at the close of his 
address. That address, though an in- 
novation and very likely not to be re- 
peated, was quite entertaining, for 
Mellen has a keen appreciation of the 
striking characteristics of prominent 
persons. When he was telling about 
the long and sharp contest for the 
United States Senate when George F. 
Hoar was elected over George S. 
Boutwell, he said that the Hoar men 
did things which would not be done 
by politicians in these days, and then 
injected in a low voice, “except by 
Jerry McCarthy.” 


Today has been the last public ap- 
pearance of Curtis Guild, Jr., in his 
capacity as governor. This has been 
the immemorial custom. He is 
governor until the new governor 
takes the oath of office, but he does 
not appear at the exercises when his 
successor is inaugurated. He is in 
the executive department, shakes 
hands with the callers and makes 
himself as agreeable as an expiring 
functionary finds it in his heart to 
do, but as he is at his last gasp of- 
ficially, interest does not center 
him as it does in the rising sun. It 
may seem a trifle heartless, but it is 
the custom and though it may be as 
heartless as the Patagonian custom 
whereby dutiful children knock theiz 
aged parents on the head in order 
not, to have to support them, yet it 
is a custom always observed, regard- 
less of the sensibilities of the depart- 
ing governor. But Gov. Guild was 
not disposed to let the occasion pass 
without saying something. When he 
had sworn ‘in the members of the 
some very appropriate and touching 
words about the relations of the ex- 


ecutive and legislative branch and 
their mutual high esteem for each 


other, though they might differ upon 
some points. By way of farewell to 
them and to public life, he quoted the 
saying of Tiny Tim: “God bless us, 
every one.” It was something which 
has never been done before, and it 
illustrates the liking the governor has 
had for the men and the,scenes of 
his official life. Certainly the liberal 
applause which followed the guber- 
natorial party up the aisle and into 
the corridor showed that his farewell 
address was appreciated. His eulogy 
of Mr. Draper as incoming governor, 
too, was fitly delivered and was a fine 
tribute of a governor to his succes- 
sor. 


It is too early to tell what will be 
the welcome given to President 
Treadway’s suggestion that commit- 
tee hearings be continued, for the 
first two months of the session, till 
three o’colck, with an hour out for 
lunch, and then that the regular ses- 
sions of Senate and House begin at 
3.15. It is a perfectly practicable 
proposition for senators and repre- 
sentatives from a distance, as Presi- 
dent Treadway is, but it is question- 
able whether the nearby legislators, 


who go home every night and con- 5 


in| 


stitute more than 80 percent of the 
legislature, will like the proposition. 
It is also a question whether the pub- 
lic would like to come in the after- 
noon. As President Treadway sees 
it, last session’s experiment in hold- 
ing committee hearings after the 
Senate and House sessions which be- 
gan at two o’clock in the afternoon 
Was not successful, and he wants to 
save the time which is always wasted 
in the first two months of the ses- 
sion by lack of work brought in by 
the committees. It would be a bet- 
ter reform if the committees would 
get at work at once and bring in re- 
ports as soon as hearings are closed. 
Then there would not be as much 
waste of time. 

Both of the presiding officers seem 
aware of the great amount of legis- 
lation. Speaker Walker does not 
propose to let any worthy business be 
slighted. The legislature is elected 
to do the work of the people and at- 
tend to the popular business, he 
says. He was given liberal applause 
in the House when he said in his in- 
augural address that he believed in 
the Massachusetts way, which is dif- 
ferent from the way in Congress and 
most legislatures, whereby every pe- 
tition, no matter how humble, must 
be given respectful consideration and 
be acted upon. Evidently the Mas- 
sachusetts system is too well ground- 
ed to be overthrown for a long time 
yet. 

Speaker Walker, in his speech in 
the caucus which nominated him for 
speaker, asserting the wisdom and 
even the duty, at times of indepen- 
dent voting, against the party, struck 
a higher and purer note than has 
been struck in the caucuses for a 
long time. The tendency, since the 
caucus has been a republican caucus, 
has been to lay stress upon the duty 
of standing stoutly by the party. 
There has been no preaching of the 
duty of being a mugwamp, as Speaker 
Walker did today. It makes him 
more of a marked man than any other 
speaker has been in that respect for 
many years. Put this fact with what 
Mr. Cushing of Boston said truly of 
him when he made the nominating 
speech, that he had never known Mr. 
Walker to cast a single vote during 
the three years he has been associ- 
ated with him when he was influenced 
by other then the highest motives, and 
it is evident that Speaker Walker {is 
a man whom the state may watch 
with some assurance that he will put 
the public welfare above party. Here 
is evidently a principle which knocks 
at the door of the republican party 
for recognition. Perhaps it concerns 
the party more than it does Speaker 
Walker whether the door is opened 
and the applicant admitted. 

President Treadway deserves well 
for his recommendation that the dis- 
graceful presence of lobbyists upon 
the floor of the Senate be stopped. 
He let his opinion be known clearly 
but he gave the Senate the alterna- 
tive of continuing its custom or of 
taking the position of the House, 
where lobbyists have been for a long 
time shut out of the corridors and 
reading rooms. There is only one 
course, in self-respect, which the 
Senate can take, and that is to accept 
President Treadway’s view. Taking 
these things into account, it is seen 
that quite a hopeful beginning has 
been made. Rule.

dead man were found when the ashes 
from the stove were sifted. Dr. C. 
H. Browbeer of St. Clair, the 
dentist who recently made Browning 
a set of false teeth, examined them 
and decided that the blackened relics 
were part of Browning's set. Ilis 
decision satisfied Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Brown that it was Browning 
who was killed, and the supervisors 
immediately offered the reward for 
Carmichael’s arrest and sent broad- 


east detailed descriptions of the 
minister. 

Carmichael is over six feet tall, 
weighing more than 200 pounds and 


the description continues: Both legs 
have been broken and he walks with 
a decided limp. Both his feet turn 
out ncticeabiy, one at an angle of 
forty-five degrees. He has a scar cn 
the upper lip and another on the side 
of his nose. His eyes are light blue 


or gray. There is another scar cn 
one of his legs below the knee. When 


he disappeared he wore his brownish 
beard closely cropped at the sides. 
The beard and his hair, also brown, 
shewing a little gray, had 
cently trimmed. 

Strenuous efforts to discover 
motive for the destruction of the car- 
penter have been fruitless. 

Mrs. Carmichael and Miss 
michael, wife and daughter of the 
minister, were examined by the 
prosecuting attorney here, and he said 
afterwards that he was convinced 
that they knew nothing about the rea- 
son for the murder nor the man’s 
disappearance. A statement by Mrs. 
Carmichael that herhusband’s sister is 
an inmate of an insane asylum in 
West Virginia may explain some of 
the horrible features of the crime, 
if the authorities’ suspicions about 
Carmichael are borne out. Mrs. Car- 
michael also said that her husband 
was moody and restless the night be- 
fore he disappeared and apparently 
was brooding over something. 

It is also learned that on Monday, 
the day before the murder, Car- 
michael went to the _ postoffice§ in 
Adair, apparently much agitated, and 
received a letter which he took away 
without opening it. It is thought that

In this work Major Smith employed 
at various times most of the well 
known fiction writers and many of the 
most brilliant newspaper men of the 
last quarter of a century. Some of 
these he picked as winners when they 
were unknown and brought them into 
prominence. It is worthy of note that 
he bought from Ella Wheeler Wilcox 
the first poem she ever sold; that he 
Bbuggested the bringing of Eugene 
Field to Chicago, the step that estab- 
lished his fame; that he was a close 
friend and adviser of John Clark Rid- 
path, the historian; that he first de- 
tected the genius of the inimitale 
short story writer who goes under the 
pen name of “O. Henry;” that before | 
Peter Finley Dunne, with -his “Doo- 
ley,” had. jumped into fame Major 
Smith predicted that he would be the 
humorist of the Spanish-American 
war, and that by syndicating their 
work he did much to spread the popu- 
larity of such men as Bill Nye.

Major Smith was himself an author 
of’ more than national fame, both in 
economics and in the tields of philoso- 
phy and religion. On “Eternalism” he 
received a letter of thanks from a 
maharajah of’India, and that and oth- 
er works were reviewed by some of 
the best known critics and scientists 
of the day. Of a nature similar to 
“Eternalism” are “BdTince,” “A Short 
View of Great Questions” and “Agree- 
ment Between Science and Religion,” 
while “The Coming Democracy” out- 
lines a plan for a more perfect system 
of voting and popular government. 
One of the greatest essays I ever read 
from the pen of Major Smith appeared 
in the Open Court only a few months 
before his death. 


Authority on Immortality. 


Without attempting to go into his 
philosophy at length, it attempts to 
prove immortality by scientific meth- 
ods; to show that there is absolute 
balance and adjustment in all things; 
that the individual ultimatey re- 
sponsible for his every act, the law of 
balance in his case becoming justice, 
thus requiring life after death for its 
completion and fulfillment; that the 
basic principles of all religions are the 
same, and they thus support and prove 
each other, and that the ideas of moral 
accountability, of a supreme intelli- 
gence and of some sort of communica- 
tion between the living and the dead 
have been universally held in all times

Trees Were His Friends. 

In personal appearance Major Smith 
was rather tall and compactly built. 
His face was strong and smooth shav- 
en, his eyes blue and direct, his hair 
abundant, but snow white. At home 
he had the same simplicity, sincerity 
and easy dignity that marked him ev- 
erywhere. He leaves a widow, two 
daughters and a son, Courtland Smith, 
whom the father trained up to be his 
assistant and successor in business.

During the last fiscal year ending 
Jan. 30, the United States Forest Ser- 
vice issued to settlers in the neigh- 
borhood of National Forests in west- 
ern states over 30,000 “free use” per- 
mits, under which the settlers re- 
reived free about 264,000 cords of 
firewood, posts, poles and sawlogs, 
worth $169,320, or about 64 cents per 
cord in the forest—a low valuation. 

Besides this, the different states re- 
ceived for school and road purposes 
25 per cent of the income from the 
National Forests amounting last year 
to $447,064. The direct return to the 
states in lieu of taxes on the 147 mil- 
lion acres, the estimated area of un- 
patented land in the National Forests, 
amounted then in the last year to 
$616,384 in cash and “free use” tim- 
ber. 

In 1907, the total “free use” 
material and money paid over 
amounted to about $253,400. The in- 
crease of the amount given to the 
states from 10 per cent to 25 per 
cent of course is largely responsible 
for the large return in 1908, but even 
had this percentage not been changed 
a good increase would have been 
shown, despite the demoralization of 
the lumber business caused by the 
financial flurry.

PROBLEMS TODAY | 


Aeronauts From From Many Lands 
Meet In London 


NO AMERICAN IS PRESENT 


United States Represented by Eng- 
lishman—Winning of Recent Inter- 
national Balloon Race, Control of 
Flying Machines by Automobile 
Clubs and Question of Right of Way 
Through the Air to Be Discussed 


London, Jan. 11.—Of immense in- 
terest to all who are watching the 
progress made in flying by human be- 
ings is the meeting of the Interna- 


tional Aeronautic federation which 
began here today. Delegates from 
every European country in which 


aviation is a subject of daily news in- 
terest have assembled here to dis- 
cuss some of the important questions 
that have arisen in regard to the 
sport, or science, as its ardent fol- 
lowers prefer to term it. 

In view of the prominence of the 
Wright brothers and other Americans 
in this field, regrets are expressed 
that no American is attending the 
conference. The United States has, 
however, a representative in the per- 
son of Roger William Wallace, the 
Englishman selected by the Aero 
club of America to look after its in- 
terests. 

To Decide Winner of Race 

Probably the question of greatest 
popular interest to be decided at the 
federation’s meetings is the deter- 
mination of the winner of the inter- 
national balloon race, which started 
from Berlin Oct. 10. The greatest 
distance was covered by Schaeck, in 
the Swiss balloon Helvetia, but he 
violated the rules of the contest by 
landing at sea on the deck of a 
steamer. The rules declared that 
landings must be made on _ terra 
firma, and the awarding of the prize 
to Schaeck has been protested by the 
English club. 

Another matter to be taken up is 
the attempted control of aviation by 
automobile clubs, which claim the 
right to supervise flying contests in 
which the motor is a factor. Fly- 
ing machines with motors include 
“heavier than air’ machines and 
dirigible balloons, and the _ aero- 
nautiec clubs declare that the uphold- 
ing of the automobile clubs’ conten- 
tions will leave to them only gas 
bags without motors. 

The new question of the right of 
way through the air will also come 
before the federation. Until very 
recently this has been regarded by 
everybody as a matter for jesting, but 
delegates to the convention, secure 
in their belief in the future of flying, 
declare that the time has come for 
taking it up in earnest.

LIEUTENANT DROPS DEAD 


Bhocked by Unexpected Appearance

New York, Jan. 11.—Seven auto- 
mobiles carrying commissioners and 
Inspectors of the police department 
swept through Brooklyn Sunday, pay- 
ing unexpected visits to the stations 
of the various precincts. Consterna- 
tion was caused in many of the sta- 
tion houses and there was one tragedy 
as an indirect result of the raid.

THE MOUTH AND TEETH 


Conference on Subject of Vital Im- 
portance to Be Held at Boston 


Boston, Jan. 11.—The vital need 
of better care of the mouth and teeth, 
| especially among children, and the 
importance of organized effort to 
bring this about, will be emphasized 
at a conference to be held in this city, 
from Jan. 18 to 23, inclusive, under 
the auspices of the Dental Hygiene 
council of Massachusetts. 

“Ninety-six percent of the school 
children have decayed teeth,” says 
a statement issued by the council. 
“A foul mouth is a frequent cause of 
tuberculosis, pneumonia and other 
diseases. The throat, the nose, the 
ears and the eyes are frequently af- 
fected by diseased teeth. 

“Neglect of the teeth in the early 
years of life frequently is the first 
cause of physical, mental and moral 
defects.”

Today Marks the Opening of the Big 
Bonspiel at St. Paul 


St. Paul, Jan. 11.—The bonspiel 
of the Northwestern Curling associa- 
tion, which will begin here today and 
continue all week, will be the larg- 
est bonspiel ever held by that asso- 
ciation. 

The greatest array of players of 
the ancient Scotch game of curling 
that ever gathered together outside 
of a few of the Canadian bonspiels, 
both in point of number and playing 
ability, will be seen here during the 
spiel. Gold medals, gold watches 
and other valuable prized will be 
awarded to the successful wielders 
of the “bessom and stane.” 


LIVED 108 YEARS 


Daughter of Revolution Passes Away 
In Town Where She Was Born 

Deer Isle, Me., Jan. 11.—Mrs. 
Salome Sellers, 108 years old, a real 
daughter of the Revolution and who 
was probably the oldest person in 
New England, died at her home in 
this town. She retained her health 
up to the time of her death, passing 
away very suddenly after partaking 
of a meal. 

Mrs. Sellers was born in this town 
and lived here all her life. A son, 
William R., of Deer Isle, is the sole 
survivor. 


“America Always Is First” 

Rome, Jan. 11.—Pope Pius re- 
ceived in private farewell audience 
Archbishop Ireland and expressed his 
admiration of and gratitude to the 
American people for the prominent 
part they are taking in giving aid to 
the earthquake sufferers, saying 
“America always is first.”

John Conness, former United 
States senator from California, and 
the last survivor of the pall bear- 
ers of President Lincoln, died at his 
home at Boston, aged 88.

Boston.

FRENCH YS. AMERICAN ROADS, 


A recent official report from Con- 
sul-General R. P. Skinner of Marseil- | 
les, France, gives some highly import- | 
ant information regarding the public 


roads of that country. As is general- 
ly Known, France has the best and 
most complete road system in the 


world, and its splendid public high- 
ways fill with envy and admiration all 
foreigners, particularly those from the 
United States, where the roads in 
general are about the worst in any | 
country professing to be civilized. ; 

The superiority of the French road 
system is stated by Consul-General 
Skinner to be due to the fact that the | 
construction and maintenance of the 
principal roads is carried on under 
the supervision of a corps of experts 
in road-construction, who find in their 
profession opportunities for advance- 
ment and distinction such as. could | 
not and does not exist under a local | 
road administration. French roads 
are good, not because of any superi- 
ority of road-making material, nor 
because the French people possess 
any special talent for road building, | 
but because the initiative in matters | 
pertaining to the public highways is | 
taken by highly-trained engineers | 
and administrators, under the direc- 
tion of the National Government, 

All the principal French highways, 
or “national routes,” of which there | 
are 23,656 miles, are constructed and 
maintained by the National Govern- 
ment, which has expended on them 
over $300,000,000. The superiority of 
these roads over those constructed or 
maintained by the local authorities is 
very marked, but even the local roads 
are kept in good condition, so that 
the standard French road is one up- 
on which in a rolling country a draft 
horse hauling a load of 3,300 pounds 
is expected to travel about 20 miles 
per day. This fact alone will serve 
to indicate the difference between the 
roads in France and those of the 
United States; where the load hauled 
by one horse over the average level 
country road is only 1,400 pounds, and 
on roads with 5 per cent grades only 
1,000 pounds. 

The basis of the French highway 
system is the School of Bridges and 
Roads, one of the finest technical col- 
leges in the world, where engineers 
are trained for positions in the pub- 
lic road administrative system. These 
engineers co-operate with the local 
authorities, and the result is that 
there is available for the work of 
road construction an effective body 
of competent administrators, ‘whose 
inflence extends throughout the whole 
country. 


THE TOY INDUSTRY. 


One of the best informed men in the 
toy business says Colliers predicts 
that within a few years most of the 
stores that now sell toys chiefly dur- 
ing the holiday season will carry 
them all the year. Perhaps no in- 
dustry has developed faster in recent 
years than that of making, importing 
and selling toys. Parents and educa- 


tors seem to be awakening to a big 
fundamental fact in regard to toys 


and their bearing upon the child’s de- 
velopment. It is coming to be under- 
stood that toys are more than mere 
amusements—that they are to chil- 
dren what literature, travel, art, busi- 
ness and social life are to grown peo- 
ple. The child learns to’ deal with 
things first in idea, which the toys 
represent— animals, men, women, ba- 
bies, soldiers, engines, trains and so 
on. These things, because he can 
grasp a comprehensive idea of their 
external nature and_ relationship, 
mean more to him than the real thing 
would mean. He can understand a 
toy horse and wagon better than he 
could a $3000 Clydesdale, and _ be- 


cause he can understand it it is worth State 


more to him. And it means as much 
to him in September as it does 
day after Christmas. The active anc 
imaginative child mind needs to be 
acquiring its general impression of 
the things of the world, and there is 
absolutely nothing on earth that will 
take the place of toys in his whole- 
some mental development. It is the 
comparatively recent recognition of 
this psychological fact that has given 
such a notable impetus to the toy in- 
dustry.

Carolinian’s Heaitn Is Serious— | 
Opinion That If Facts In Charges 
Are as Represented the Senator's

Washington, Jan. 11.—No subject | 
has been gossiped about recently at} 
the Capitol with such . fervor as 
President Roosevelt's disclosure of | 
Senator Tillman’s alleged connection © 
with an Oregon land deal, but the} 
colleagues of the South Carolinian are | 
inclined to withhold judgment until | 
he has had an opportunity to explain. 

Many expressions of dissatisfaction 
are heard because of the manner in 
which the president made public the 
material gathered by postoffice in- 
spectors about Tillman. It is point- 
ed out by senators that the matter 
sent to Senator Hale was not in re- 
sponse to the latter’s request to the 
heads of the executive departments 
for a statement of the operations of 
the secret service, because the in- 
vestigation of Tillman’s alleged effort 
to obtain Oregon lands was wholly 
under the postoffice department and 
was prosecuted by the inspectors of 
that department. 

One senate leader expressed the 
opinion that if the president had in 
his possession for several months 
the information gathered about Till- 
man it was his duty to instigate a 
prosecution if he believed the facts 
warranted action in the courts. 

Hale’s Intercession 

It is rumored at the Capitol that the 
president told a friend, who repeated 
the remark, that an effort was made 


by Senators Hale and Aldrich to 
suppress the facts about Tillman. 
Undoubtedly this impression was 


gained at the White House by a visit 
to the president by Hale, who sug- 
gested that the matter relating to 
Tillman should be withdrawn. 

It is said’ that Hale did not base the 
request upon the ground that it was 
not properly a reply to a demand for 
information about the secret service, 
but because of the fact that Tillman 
is in poor health and the charge was 
liable to rouse him to a pitch of ex- 
citement dangerous to his life. 

President Roosevelt declined to 
withdraw the reference to Tillman, 
and when Hale would not make it 
public he decided to do so himself. 

Tillman In Nervous State 

There is no question that the con- 
dition of Tillman’s health is serious. 
When he went to Europe last March 
he was in a highly nervous state. The 
trip resulted in a marked improve- 
ment, but for some time his friends 
have noticed that his nervousness was 
returning. Close friends of Tillman 
admit their anxiety over the effect 
the president’s charges may have 
upon the South Carolina senator. 

Some of the senators who have ex- 
amined all of the evidence produced 
by the president and the postoffice 
inspectors say that if the facts are as 
represented the offense was one of im- 
propriety and indiscretion, but that 
no criminality is involved. It is said 
that Tillman might have introduced 
his resolution calling upon the de- 
partment of justice to begin proceed- 
ings to compel the sale of the Ore- 
gon land at $2.50 an acre, in accord- 
ance with the original grant, and, at 
the same time, apply for some of the 
land without making himself the 
target for severe criticism. 

A Deplorable Feature 

The feature of the disclosure most 
deplored by the colleagues of Till- 
man is the appearance of an effort to 
hide the fact that he was an appli- 
eant for nine quarter sections under 
the terms of the original grant. In 
his statement in February last, the 
senator said that he did not buy any 
western land and did not undertake 
to buy any. 

The evidence submitted by the 
president shows that prior to this 
statement Tillman made application 
for nine quarter sections. Defend- 
ing himself against the appearance of 
having made a misleading statement, 
Tillman has told his friends that he 
should have said on the floor that he 
did not “congract” to buy any land, 
and that the whole case against him 
was built upon the interpretation 
placed upon the word “undertaken.’

The other 
guide, Gabriel zum Taugwald, fortunately 
for us, had seen the misstep and had 
braced himself with his alpenstock, so 
that when the rope that bound us alli to- 
gether yanked taut he retained sufficient 
purchase in the ice not to be carried off 
his feet by our combine d weight.

It was the closest call I ever had. The 
accident was due to the fact that Taug- 
walder had frozen both hands and a foot 
on the way up, so that the going with 
him was especially difficult.

Miss Peck ascribed much of her suc- 
cess to the two Swiss guides. “The al- 
titude of 24,000 feet, which marks the 
summit of Mount Huascaran,” she 
said, “surpasses, I believe, that reach- 
ed by any one before me. Heretofore 
the record has been held by W. W. 
Graham, whose ascent of one of the 
Himalaya peaks is set down as a climb 
of 23,800 feet.” 

In Miss Peck’s first attempt to scale 
Mount Huascaran, made last August, 
the party was compelled to camp on 
the ice for nine days. On this occasion 
the same guide who on the second and 
unsuccessful attempt imperiled the 
earavan by falling into a crevasse was 
taken ill with “mountain " 
which Miss Peck says is in every re- 
spect similar to seasickness, and the 
ascent had to be abandoned after a 
height of 16,000 feet had been reached.

The State conference on aural and | 


dental hygiene which is to be here 
next week will deal with questions 
of public and fundamental importance, 
even if the programme should fail to 
arouse much popular enthusiasm. It 
is a cause for wonder that civiliza- 
tion has waited so long before real- 
izing the part that the teeth play in 
the general scheme of health. The 
proper place to start a reform is at 
the beginning, and the teeth are al- 
most the initial feature to be con- 
sidered in the proper care of the body. 
They guard the portal. If they are 
weak or treacherous sentinels, if 
they perform the duties of their office 
badly, all the other functions of the 
body must suffer. 

If the statement issued by the 
Dental Hygiene Council is to be 
trusted, ninety-six per cent of the 
school children have decayed teeth, 
and that neglect in the early years of 
life is frequently the first cause of 
physical, mental and moral defects, 
then parents and the school authori- 
ties are confronted with a serious re- 
sponsibility. Only to a small extent 
does this question belong to the do- 
main of public charity. Of the nearly 
total number of children who attend 
our public schools, the great majority 
belong to parents able to pay for 
proper attention to the physical de- 
fects of their families, and in the long 


run they will find it to their advan- 
tage. 

Nothing has contributed more to 
the lengthening of the life average 
than the better care of the teeth 


which has been one of the develop- 
ments of the last generation, but this 
has ‘been confined largely to adults. 
In too many cases after the baby cuts 
its teeth, little more attention is paid 
to them until long after the second 
set have grown and pain follows de- 
cay, while the poison carried through 
the body from that source long be- 
fore the warning signals are given, 
is ignored. If the noted educators 
and health officials who are to speak 
at next week’s meetings can start a 
genuine revival with respect to this 
matter it will prove one of the most 
beneficent achievements of the year.

JOINS CANADA) AND POSSUM 


“Treaty Aiming at Settlement of 
Existing Difficulties 


SIGNED BY ROOT AND BRYCE 


Provides For Machinery Which Wiil 
Dispose of Questions Arising In the 
Future—Regulations as to the Use 
of Waters on Boundaries and Other 
Complex Disputes Will Be Amicably 
Settled Without Further Friction 


Washington, Jan. 12.—After long, 
hard, patient work, which, on some 
features, ran into years, Secretary 
of State Root and Ambassador Bryce 
of Great Britain signed a treaty last 
night for the settlement of interna- 
tional differences between the Unit- 
ed States and Canada. 

This is the agreement which has 
been popularly alluded to as the “wa- 
terways treaty,” but its scope is 
broader than that designation implies, 
because it contemplates a disposition 
of everything in the nature of differ- 
ences between the two countries and 

hinery for questions which may 
ate along certain lines in the future. 
Provision is made for a joint high 
commission to be made permanent in 
character. 

Dependent upon the final ratifica- 
tion of the treaty by the United 
States and Great Britain rests the 
settlement of numerous complex 
questions connected with the water 
boundaries along the northern border 
which have been the source of more 
or less friction at different times. 

Included in these are regulations as 
to the use of the waters of the Great 


Lakes, with the secondary but none; 


the less important question of the 
diversion of the waters on these 
boundaries, including Niagara Falls, 
which involve the amount of water 
to be taken out for power purposes, 
the navigation of the St. John river 
between Maine and New Brunswick 
and the use of the Milk river in the 
northwest. 
The International Boundary 

To some extent the operations of 
the treaty will supersede the work of 
the international waterways commis- 
sion, made up of representatives of 
the United States and Canada, whose 
duty includes, among other things, 
the ascertainment and re-establish- 
ment of that portion of the interna- 
tional boundary between the United 
States and Canada passing through 
the Great Lakes system. 


That feature of its work, however, 
will be continued by the waterways 
it is completed— |} 


commission until 


its other functions gradually being 


absorbed by the joint high commis- | 


sion, to be appointed in accordance 
with the treaty signed last night. 
Although no official statement is 
obtainable, it is the understanding 
that the contracting powers have 
agreed upon a certain line of princi- 


ples which are to guide the commis- 


sion in its work, leaving to it the in- 
terpretation of those principles as 


applicable to the questions that may, 


require settlement immediately and 
for those which arise from time to 
time. 

This takes from the joint high 
commission any functions of a treaty- 
making body and confines its duties 
simply to that of determining to what 
extent the principles already laid 
down shall be applicable to any par- 
ticular case.

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JAPANESE ARE 
AGAIN STIRRED 


Suspect That America Is Show: 
ing an Unfriendly Spirit | 


Tokio, Jan. 12.—Upon the _ re- 
receipt of special cable dispatches 
from San Francisco, relating to bills 
now pending ;before the California 
legislature, Japanese newspapers 
elaborate on the strained relations 
which may arise from the passage of 
bills and the enactment of laws for- 
bidding the ownership of land and the 
attendance of public schools by Jap- 
anese residents of California. 

The situation is seriously embar- 
rassing to Americans living in Japan. 

Some of the editorials of the oppo- 
sition press, becoming violent, are 
likely temporarily to inflame popular 
opinion and seriously hamper the 
exercise of American influence in 
Japan for many years. 


ONLY TWO COURSES 


Labor Federation Must Adopt One tec 
Fight Wright's Decision 

Washington, Jan. 12.—President 
Gompers of the American Federation 
of Labor is in favor either of making 
an appeal to labor and its friends for 
voluntary funds to be used in prose- 
cuting an appeal from the recent de- 
cision of Judge Wright in the con- 
tempt case, ov abandoning it alto- 
gether. 

This decision was made known by 
Gompers in the comprehensive report 
which he read at the meeting here of 
the executive council of the American 
Federation of Labor. In making the 
appeal, Gompers declared the Fed- 
eration has practically exhausted all 
of its available funds; that the money 
in the defense fund is unavailable 
and that only one of two courses was 
open to them. 

President Gompers said that coun- 
sel for the Buck Stove and Range 
company, some months ago, boasted 
of his achievement that the legal ex- 
pense of the Federation in these suits 
had already amounted to $19,000 and 
yet more to come. 


RINEHART BREAKS DOWN 


Former Banker's Counsel Admits 
Discrepancies In Bank’s Books 
Jan. 12.—J. B. F. 
Rinehart, vice president and former 
cashier of the closed Farmers’ and 
Drovers’ National bank of Waynes- 
burg, on trial here for alleged pecu- 
lations which resulted in wrecking 
the institution, broke down and cried 
bitterly while his attorney outlined 

his defense. 

Admitting that there are discrep- 
ancies in the bank’s books and the 
reports to the comptroller, Rine- 
hart’s attorney said it would be 
proven to the jury that these were 
merely mistakes and that there was 
no intent to defraud. 

Incensed at what he regards as 
desertion by those he has befriended, 
Rinehart proposes to disclose some 
startling political history when he 
goes on the stand. 


INCREASE OF $140,000,000 


New York’s Real Estate Valuation 
Well Up In the Billions 

New York, Jan. 12.—The heaviest 
assessments on this year’s annual 
personal property tax list for New 
York city are those of Mrs. Russell 
Sage and Andrew Carnegie, whose 
personal holdings are valued at $5,- 
000,000 each. 

Jchn D. Rockefeller’s real and 
personal property is assessed at $2,- 
500,000, while the holdings of Wil- 
liam K. Vanderbilt and the Countess 
Szechenyi, formerly Miss Gladys 
Vanderbilt, are Msted at $1,000,000 
each. 

The actual valuation of New York 
city real estate has not yet been 
computed, but it is expected that it 
will be nearly $140,000,000 higher 
than last year’s total of $6,772,000,- 
000. 


HUMAN BEINGS AFFECTED 


Startling Facts Concerning the Foot 
and Mouth Disease 
Washington, Jan. 12.—Behind 
closed doors, Secretary Wilson of the 
department of agriculture told the 
house committee on agriculture some 
startling facts about the fight against 
the foot and mouth disease, which 
has existed for several weeks in 
Michigan, Pennsylvania and Mary- 

land. 

It is believed that human being’ 
have developed the disease, if not 
from the serum for vaccination, in 
which the disease is believed to have 
Seen imported from abroad, then trom 
eating meat of diseased cattle.

At the meeting of the City Council 
Monday night, an order was_ intro- 
duced by councilman McDevitt, ap- 
propriating $50,000 for the erection 
of two industrial ‘buildings. These 
buildings when completed to be 
offered exempt from taxes for five 
years, to the first two industries em- 
ploying over 200 hands, locating in 
Quincy. This order if passed, with 
certain necessary modifications, 
would do much to put Quincy in the 
way of a healthy business growth, 
and it should be considered carefully 
before being thrown down, which 
seems to be the usual way of dispos- 
ing of orders tending to improve in- 
dustrial conditions in Quincy. 

Other cities have done the same 
thing and the scheme has proved to 
be a good investment, in more ways 
than one.

Although there is little likelihood 
of any definite action being taken in 
the matter of revising the city charter 
at the mass meeting Saturday night, 
it would have been better if the city 
council had refrained from passing 
the order, requesting the Mayor to 
petition the legislature to amend the 
charter, so as to allow him to be- 
come chairman of the school com- 
mittee until after the meeting. For 
if the voters do reach any definite 
conclusion, two petitions will have 
to ‘be presented to the legislature un- 
less the voters agree to the order 
passed by the council. As there is 
much opposition to this order, it is 
very doubtful whether the voters iwill 
agree to it, without a struggle. At the 
present time the school department 
is the only municipal depatrment 
which lives within its appropriation. 

The committee manages its affairs 
in an efficient and business like way 
and there really seems to be no 
logical reason for changing the make- 
up of the committee. If the mayor 
was to be appointed chairman the 
political element would enter in, and 
it is doubtful if the committee could 
do as efficient work as it can at the 
present time. Politics should be 
kept out of our schools as much as 
possible, therefore an order, such as 
the one passed by the council should 
be carefully considered and should 
not be allowed to pass, without the 
referendum clause attached to it.

Announces Second Horror In 
Big Mines In Virginia 


WORE THAN A HUNDRED DEAD 


Experienced Mine Men Had Just 
Completed Inspection and Declared | 
Everything to Be Safe—Smoke and 


Flames Gushed From_ Ill-Fated | 
Place a Distance of Four Miles 
From the Main Entrance | 


Bluefield, W. Va., Jan. 13.—Again | 


there was a terrific explosion in the | The 


mines of the Lick Branch colliery, | 
and more than one hundred lives | 
were lost. It was in these same 
mines two weeks ago to a day that | 
fifty miners were killed by a similar | 
explosion. 

In the quiet of the early morning 
there came like the sound of thunder | 
a mighty rumbling from the mines 
which reverberated along the miles of 
corridors and air-passages crowd- 
ed with those who work there, while 
from the mine mouth there came a | 
cloud of flame, soot, dust and de- | 
bris, heavy timbers, broken mine 
cars and even a massive motor used 
to haul the heavily laden cars from ! 
the depth. | 

Scarcely had the detonation died 
away before a throng of terrorized ' 
women and children rushed to the 
mine mouth and implored those there 
to allow them to aid in the effort to 
save some of their loved ones who 
might still be alive within. 

Mine Foreman Bowers, who was 
near the entrance, was blown from 
his feet, but managed to crawl out 
safely, as also did Robert Smith, a 
miner. A miner named Holliday, 
who was with Bowers, was blown 
over. <A rescue party, organized on 
the moment, rushed in the jaws of 
the smoking mine and tried to rescue 
him, but was driven back by the’ 
deadly fumes of the after-gas and 
was compelled to leave him to his 
fate. | 

A train was rushed from this city | 
to the scene of the disaster, twenty- | 
five miles away, carrying bratticing 
and other material to be used in the 
work of exploration and rescue. 

The explosion was in a different 
part of the mine from that of two 
weeks ago. Since that catastrophe 
the mine had been inspected by gov- 
ernment officials and by the most 
experienced mine men in the region 
and all, it is said, expressed the 
opinion that it was safe. 

A late estimate of the number of 
men entombed is more than 100. That 
all of them are dead there can be no 
doubt. The force of the explosion, 
the fire in the mine and the deadly 
gases preclude any chance that any 
of the men are alive. 

The main entrance of the mine is_ 
five miles long, running from one 
side of the mountain to the other. 
Debris also was blown from both en- 
tries, which gives some idea of the 
force of the explosion. The fans} 
were not disabled and are forcing 
fresh air into the mines. 

State Mine Inspectors Phillips and | 
Nicholson are at the mine and are 
directing the work of rescue. Crews! 
have been formed and are venturing 
in as far as the air is pure enough | 
to breathe. | 

Bystanders at the time of the ex- | 
plosion say that immense clouds of 
soot and smoke gushed out of the! 
mine almost simultaneously with the 
detonation, and immediately were/| 
sucked back in enormous volumes to | 
the mine. 

On the Tug river side, 
from the main entrance, the smoke 
and flames gushed from the entry, 
burning the twigs and small limbs 
from trees that grew near. The} 
damage to the mine cannot be esti- 
mated. 

The explosion was the most terrific 
that has ever occurred in this region. 
In 1884, at the South West Virginia 
Improvement company mine, 360 
were killed in an explosion. Tues- 
day’s horror is the most disastrous 
that has occurred since. The mine 
is owned by the Pocahontas Consoli- 
dated Collieries company.

Since the last meeting of the 
ial committee on charter revision, 
wild rumors have been floating 
around town to the effect that a cer- 
tain clique of men had vowed to 
pass certain proposed amendments 
to the charter, if they had to “pack 
City hall to do so. Other rumors have 
been current to the effect that certain 
men had approached the members of 
a local organization asking them to 
vote yes on certain amendments and 
no on certain others. Still another 
persistent rumor is, that an entirely 
new proposition will be brought up 
containing practically all the im- 
portant changes recommended by 
the special committee only the draft 
will be worded in such a manner, as 
to convey a different meaning 

Since the Mayor issued the call for 
the mass meeting Saturday night, the 
voters have had a chance to study 
the various recommendations made 
by the committee on revision and a 
strong opposition to some of them 
has developed. 

The principal objection comes from 
the labor men who, (although no 
Official statement has been made) are 
known to be opposed to such a small 
council, as the proposed amendment 
calls for. The Socialist club is also 
opposed to the recommendation, 
claiming that it places the city 
government in the hands of a few and 
not in the hands of the people. 

Another objectionable recommenda- 
tion to many is, the proposed exten- 
sion of the mayor’s term of office 
from one to three years. Some peo- 
ple favor two and some favor an an- 
nual election. 

The Board of Trade has placed it- 
self on record as opposed to revision 
and it is said that the majority of the 
members will vote to this effect 
Saturday. 

Therefore with all the various ele- 
ments working in apparent opposi- 
tion to each other it looks rather 
black for the champions of revision, 
although they claim everything will 
be smooth sailing, when people un- 
derstand just what they are aiming 
at, and how much the City will be 
benefited by the proposed changes. 
At any rate whether the revisionists 
Gain their point or not there is 
bound to be a test of strength in 
which the strongest will win the bat- 
tle. If the revisionists win then the 
mayor will be requested to petition 
the legislature for a new or revised 
charter, while if the opposition wins 
the charter will remain as it is for 
some time to come.

of $22,000 from his customers.

King’s Financial Career 

King began his financial operations 
in Boston late in 1904, when he 
opened extensive offices. Through 
extensive and unique advertising he 
attracted many investors to 
fice and as well did a big business by 
correspondence. Among other offers 
he presented combinations of blocks 
of stock of companies promoted by 
himself, with listed stocks. 

His business increasing, 
even more lavishly furnished offices 
in New York city and early in 1907 
began the publication of the Boston 
Daily Tribune. The New York offices 
failed to pay and the paper was dis- 
continued after it had run for several 
months, having cost its promoter, it 
was claimed, nearly half a million 
dollars. 

Early in 1908 customers of King 
began making complaints that listed 
stocks for which they had sent him 
money were not forwarded to them. 
Suddenly on Feb. 21, 1908, it was 
announced that King had placed all 
his property and affairs in the hands 
of trustees. A meeting of creditors 
soon followed and King was declared 
a bankrupt and Lee M. Friedman ap- 
pointed trustee by the creditors. An 
snyestigeion showed liabilities of 
$297,881.25 and assets of $13,668.78. 

King in the meantime had disap- 
peared and following an investigation 
by the authorities a warrant was is- 
sued for his arrest. On June -12, 
he appeared at police headquarters 
and surrendered himself. He was 
placed under arrest but later re-

leased, on securing bail in the sum 
of $25,000. 
His trial began on Dec. 14, the 


charge being in thirty-one counts and 
alleging larceny, embezzlement and 
false pretences. On Dec. 29 King was 
found guilty on twenty-one of the 
counts. Bail was increased to $35,- 
000 and King was released, pending a 
motion for exceptions. Two days 
later he was surrendered by one of 
his bondsmen and, failing to again 
secure proper securities, had been 
in jail until his sentence.

Washington, Jan. 14.—The au- 
thority of congress to direct heads of 
executive departments to send to the 
senate or house information in their 
possession was the subject of an ex- 
tended speech in the senate by Sen- 
ator Bacon of Georgia.

REVISION OF CITY CHARTER. 


The Joint Committee on the revis- 
ion of the City Charter has voted to 
submit the following suggestions for 
changes in the present charter at 
the Mass Meeting to be held in the 
Council Chambers, City Hall at 8 
o’clock P. M. on Saturday January 
16th, 1909. 

Voted:—That in Section No. 15, 
which relates to the laying out and 
repairing highways, the authority 
now vested in the City Council shall 
belong to the executive department 
solely. 

Voted:—That the granting of all 
franchises be vested in the executive 
branch, subject to adequate notice to 
the citizens and opportunity for ref- 
erendum. 

Voted:—That the City Council shall 
consist of nine members, to serve 
three years, three elected each year. 
One from each ward and three at 
large. 

Voted:—That the term of Mayor 
shall be three years subject to recall 
after two years. 

Voted:—That the granting of vic- 
tuallers, auctioneers and junk licens- 
es be taken from City Council and 
placed in the hands of the executive. 


Voted:—That the salary of the 
Mayor be not less than two thousand 
nor more than twenty-five hundred 
dollars per year. 

Voted:—That the School Committee 
shall furnish plans for all school 
buildings and additions thereto. 


Voted:—That the selections of 
sites for school buildings be placed 
in the hands of the School Committee. 

Voted:—That repairs for school 
buildings shall be under the direc- 
tion of the School Committee. 

Voted:—That the School Committee 
shall consist of five members, all 
elected at large. Term of office three 
years. 

Voted:—That the Mayor shall be 
ex-officio a member of the School 
Committee without the power of vot- 
ing. 

Voted:—That the Board of Asses- 
sors be appointed by the Mayor for 
three years, one to retire each year. 

Voted:—That Assessors may be re- 
moved only for cause and after hear- 
ing given by Mayor. 

Voted:—That the Board of Man- 
agers of Woodward Fund be com- 
posed of five members. 
and City Treasurer, ex-officiis and 
three citizens appointed by the Mayor 
for term of three years, one to re- 
tire each year. The three appointees 
to be confirmed by the City Council.

‘When it was all over 
and the anticipated defense had been 
made, a very orderly and subdued 
crowd quietly disperse’ with a gen- 
eral comment that it had not been 
worth while.

An indictment was found 
against Rojestvensky and the officers 
of the Biedovy, charging the ad- 
miral with surrendering to an enemy 
and the officers with cowardice and 
demoralization. Rojestvensky plead- 
ed guilty in order to save the officers, 
but he was declared to be not guilty. 
The officers were condemned to 
death, but their sentences afterward 
were commuted.

Soston have been Roxbury, Dorches- 
ter, West Roxbury, Brighton, Charles- 
town and a part of Brookline. 

As an independent municipality 
Charlestown, which was settled as! 
early as’ Boston, gave birth to Somer- | 
ville, Woburn, Malden, Stoneham and 
Mulford and furnished land to Cam- ! 
bridge.—Boston Post. |

David Goldstein Denounces Principles of Social- 
ism as Menace to State

David Goldstein of Boston on the in- | 


teresting subject of Socialism. 
Mr. Goldstein was formerly one of 
the leaders of the Socialist movement 


thorough knowledge of the subject. 

After remaining in the party for 
years and making a careful and sys- 
tematic study of the question, 
Goldstein in 1903 left the movement, 
and now is an earnest worker 
Socialism, which he says “stands for 
the abolition of the State and consid- 
ers the family only a _ passing 
phase.”

The two main points taken up by 
Mr. Goldstein were the relation of 
Socialism to religion and the _ rela- 
tion to the family. He explained 
these two points very fully, showing 
by examples and illustrations what 
the Socialists believed, in regard to 
religion and the family. 

The doctrine of “Economical Deter- 
minism” was also explained by the 
speaker, who stated that this was the 
fundamental doctrine of the Socialist 
movement. This doctrine looks very 
good one who does not know much 
abut Socialism, but when explained 
by one who has studied the subject, 
it does not look so good. 

Mr. Goldstein wished it to be un- 
derstood that he was not speaking of 
Socialism in a superficial way, as it 
is understood by the majority of peo- 
ple, but as it is understood by those 
who know, by those who are authori- 
ties in the Socialist movement. 

The talk was very interesting and 
instructive, those present hearing 
many things about Socialism that 
they never knew before. Mr. Gold- 
stein is a philosopher, has studied 
the philosphical and religious argu- 
ments for and against the movement 
and stands ready to meet anyone up- 
on the subject of Socialism.

The total number. of marriages re- 
corded in the United States during the 
twenty years from 1887 to 1906, in- 
clusive, was 12,832,044. The number 
annually reported increased from 483,- 
069 in the year 1887 to 853,290 in the 
year 1906. The increase year by 
year was by no means uniform. The 
marriage rate is quickly responsive to 
changes in economic conditions. A 
6mall increase shown for 1893 and an 
actual decrease in the succeeding year 
reflect the influence of the panic of 
1892, and normal conditions do not ap- 
pear to have been restored in the mat- 
rimonial market until the year 1899. 
It is computed that if average annual 
increase in marriages during the five 
years ending with 1892 had continued 


-— = for the next six years, the aggregate 


number of marriages contracted dur- 
ing the latter period would have been 
greater than it was by 259,813. It is 
to be presumed that a considerable 
number of persons in this large total 
never contracted marriage. This 
suggested a loss to the community 
heretofore little considered in con- 
nection with periods of financial de- 
pression.

Although the mass meeting Satur- 
day night was hardly satisfactory 
from a charter revisionists standpoint 
the citizens in passing the motion to 
petition the Legislature to amend the 
state law, so as to abolish party desig- 
nations in municipal elections in this 
city, did accomplish one thing advo- 
cated by the special committee. From 
the size of the vote there was appar- 
ently little opposition to the motion, 
although, all the other amendments 
were voted down by a large majority. 
With the exception of a few scatter- 
ing votes the opposition was out in 
full force, and had practically every- 
thing its own way. The reduced coun- 
cil and other amendments recommend- 
ed by the committee were obviously 
too radical to be accepted, by the maj- 
ority of citizens present. Then again 
the split in the special committee un- 
doubtedly helped the opposition. The 
yote recommending the extension of 
the mayor’s tenure of office seemed to 
meet with a certain amount of favor, 
although not as much as was ex- 
pected, in the light of Mayor Shea's 
popularity. The principal reason this 
amendment was not passed, seemed to 
be from the fact that the voters did 
mot consider the time ripe for any 
Special changes. Although the recom- 
mendations were laid on the table for 
an indefinite time the champions of 
revision intend to keep on working 
until they have accomplished their 
purpose; the revision of the charter.

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. ~ 
We believe that the constitution 
ought to be amended so as to provide 
for an educational qualification for 


; : : 
| suffrage. An amendment seems io be 
\ necessary, for it has been held that the 
{Legislature cannot change the quali- 


fications for voters as fixed by the 
constitution. It is no injustice to any- 
one to require that the man who votes 
should at least be able to read and 
mark his ballot. We do not mean to 
say that the mere ability to read and 
write necessarily fits a man to vote. 
But we do say that a man who has 
that ability is more able than a man 
who is without it to fit himself for 
suffrage. Further than this we think 
that in a State where universal com- 
pulsory education is the rule an edu- 
cational qualification is almost neces- 
sarily implied. Our theory is that a 
man cannot be a good citizen without 
education—hence we aducate him. If 
that is so, men who cannot read and 
write ought not to vote, for they, ac- 
cording to our educational theory, are 
not good citizens. To raise this bar 
against voting would put a premium 
on education, and so it would have a 
good effect in every ‘way. 

Certainly we should change the con- 
stitution so as to exclude the foreigner 
till he is a full-fledged citizen. Nor 
should he be permitted to become a 
citizen till he has lived in the country 
long enough to learn at least what an 
election is. We do not allow the most 
intelligent young man who is born in 
the land to vote till he is twenty-one 
years old till he has had twenty-one 
years of contact with our national 
life, and with our imstitutions. Yet the 
most ignorant foreigner may vote on 
his mere declaration of his intention 
to become a citizen, without ever be- 
coming a citizen, after a residence of 
one year in the country and six 
months in the State, although he may 
not have the least knowledge of our 
laws and institutions—may not know 
even for whom he is voting. This is 
no party question. Political bosses of 
both parties have worked this natural- 
ization scheme. Now one party pro- 
fits by it and now the other. We owe 
our foolish constitutional rule to the 
Democrats. The question thus is one 
in which the people, without distinc- 
tion of party, are deeply interested, for 
the evil which is now so obvious 
their dearest interests.—Indianapolis 
News.

ARTS AND THE HUMAN SPIRIT. 


“Art and the Human Spirit” is the 
general subject of the annual Boston 
course of Professor Edward Howard 
Griggs. The lectures will be given 
as usual in Tremont Temple, on suc- 
cessive Saturday mornings at eleven 
o'clock, beginning January 30th. The 
subjects of the lectures are: The Ex- 
pression and Interpretation of Hu- 
man Life in Art; The Primitive 
Sources of Art; The Race, the Epoch, 
and the Individual in Art; The Mean- 


ing and Function of Sculp- 
ture and Paintings; The  Mean- 
ing and Function of Music; The 


Meaning and Function of Poetry; Lit- 
erature and Liberal Culture; Beauty 
and the Culture of the Spirit. The 
course will present as fully and 
searchingly as possible the place 
and meaning of the Fine Arts in re- 
lation to the spirit of man. It will 
begin with the study of the unity of 
the Fine Arts, their expression and 
interpretation in common of the 
universal elements of human experi- 
ence. Then the historical sources of 
the Arts and the great forces that 
determine the specific characteristics 
of a masterpiece will be presented. 
The heart of the course, however will 
be an effort to define the particular 
meaning and function of each of 
the arts, the way in which it can 
express and interpret some phase of 
the common human life more effec- 
tively than any other. Finally the 
course will close with a lecture 
showing the ministry of the Arts to 
man’s spirit and their place in cul- 
ture.

New York, Jan. 18.—The

An effect of the strike, according 
to the manufacturers, will be a rise 
in the price of hats, for the trouble 
has occurred in the busy season. 

Twelve members, comprising the 
board of directors of the Mat Manu- 
facturers’ association, attended the 
meeting. President Mundheim said 
the number of strikers was between 
15,000 and 20,000, but that there 
were many non-union hatters out of 
employment and that eventually the 
places of the strikers would be filled. 

“The manufacturers feel that they 
have not been treated fairly,” he 
said. “The strikers should have 
given us notice, according to their 
agreement, and the action should 
have been taken by a vote of the 
union.” 

Discussing discontinuance of the 
union label by the manufacturers, 
which precipitated the strike, he 
sald: 

“The label is of no advantage to 
the manufacturers, and indeed is not 
wanted. Very few people who buy 
hats notice whether the label is in 
them or not.” 


AUTO GIRL 1S FOUND 


Miss Charlesworth Was Not Killed 
by Falling Over a Sea Wall 


London, Jan. 18.—Misss Violet G. 
Charlesworth, whose mysterious dis- 
appearance a short time ago caused 
a great deal of excitement, because of 
her remarkable career and her inti- 
mate association with extensive stock 
deals, has been found and identified 
at Oban, Scotland. 

It was reported that Miss Charles- 
worth, who lived with her parents in 
Wales, was killed while automobiling 
with her sister and the chauffeur, 
about two weeks ago. The young 
woman was said to have been hurled 
over a sea wall. Her sister and the 
chauffeur escaped injury.

The Japanese also have looked over 
| the contents of their industrial stores 
and have decided that something must 
|be done toward conserving their re- 
| maining supplies of raw material for 
|paper making. In Japan, paper is 
ess d for almost everything from the 
silver-figured partitions of the Budd- 
| huist temple to the rude hut walls of 
| the laborer; from the silk-like vest- 
| 
| 


ments of the priest down to the rain- 
proof shield of the traveler. In fact, 
the ingenuity of the Japanese is only 
} matched by the varities of uses to 
| which paper may be adapted. 

The work of the United States 
toward determining the 
jamount of paper materials used and 
}the source of future supply, is being 
followed by the Japanese, according to 
an advice from U. S. Consul John H. 
Snodgrass, at Kobe. The imminence 
of the danger is apparent from the 
fact that the Japanese authorities have 
requested the paper mills department 
of the Mitsu Bishi Kaisha to take 
over some 7,500 acres of the bamboo 
forests of Formosa. 

It is known that the bamboo tree 
has been the raw material from which 
the Japanese have recently made the 
larger portion of their paper pro- 
ducts; so it is thought that, by in- 
troducing the improved methods of 
forest cultivation and harvesting, 
this tract of woods will furnish year- 
ly 10,000,000 bamboos, adapted for 
conversion into paper pulp. No mat- 
ter whether company will establish 
its mills in Formosa or ship the bam- 
boo to Japan in a .partly finished 
state, the development of this new 
source of raw material will be of 
high importance and may overcome 
the necessity of the Island Empire 
looking to foreign countries for the 
future supply of paper pulp.

They were confined in the jail that 
had always been used for criminals. 
Captain Dan Mobray, a popinjay, had 
eharge of them, and he boasted that if 
any Yank could break jail when he 
was in command he was welcome to} 
do so. He had a theory that most es- | 
capes of prisoners are effected by some | 
one smuggling in to them articles to} 
assist them in getting away, so he} 
wouldn't let any one get near them| 
without being first searched. 

Despite Captain Dan’s precautions 
one fine morning when the guard went 
to feed the prisoners he found every 
mother’s son of them had gone during 
the night. All the bars necessary to} 
their escape had been sawed through. 
When Captain Dan came to the jail 
and saw what had been done he liked} 
to have had a fit. He summoned every | 
one who had had access to the prison- 
ers—there were only two or three per- 
sons in all—and questioned them close- 
ly, but gained no clew. Never was a 
man more puzzled. He cursed and 
swore, and if any of the Yanks had 
remained I think he would have tor- 
tured them to make them tell how the 
tools had been smuggled into the jail. 
What bothered him most was that he 
was satisfied that no person who had 
visited the prisoners had done the 
smuggling. A few eatables had been 
sent in, but they had all been so care- 
fully examined that by no possibility 
could they have contained tools. From 
something I heard during the talk 
about the escape I got on to a clew. 

What I heard was this: Only one ar- 
ticle except food had been sent to the 
prisoners. <A pious old lady living up 
the river had sent them a copy of Bun- 
yan’s “Pilgrim's Progress.” But the 
book had been well shaken and care | 
exercised that nothing should be con- | 
cealed between the leaves. It was not | 
suspected that the book had contained 
saws or files. The only singular part | 
of this matter was that the prisoners | 
had taken the “Pilgrim's Progress” 
with them. 

After the close of the war I learned 
the secret. It seems that after the es- 
cape one of the Yankees was concealed 
for a time on the plantation of Tom | 
Clark. Clark’s daughter Helen fell in | 
love with the fellow and he with her. 
Six months after the loss of our cause 
this Yankee came down and married 
Helen Clark. While here he told the 
story of how he and his eomrades got | 
their tools. Clark, who was rank Un- 
fon, took home the “Pilgrim’s Prog- 
ress” on purpose to put saws into the 
thick covers. He didn't dare send the | 
Book direct to the prisoners, expecting 
that such an act would implicate him. | 
He brought it back to me and induced | 
an old lady to buy it and send it to the | 
prisoners. When she consented Clark, | 
not willing to rely on an ordinary mes- 
senger, got one of his sons to make up 
for a darky, buy the book and carry it | 
to the jail.

Hospital Corporation Transacts 
Important Business 


The annual meeting of the Quincy 
City Hospital corporation was held 
Monday evening at Colonial hall. The 
meeting, however, was mot largely 
attended. Encouraging reports were 
made by the trustees and treasurer. 

Several amendments to the by-laws 
came up for action. These amend- 
ments were adopted after some dis- 
cussion. 

The amendments were as follows: 

Article 3. Amend by adding the 
words “or more” between twelve and 
Trustees on the second line so it 
shall read “twelve or more Trustees.” 

Article 5. Strike out the worda 
“from town” so it will read “In case 
of the absence or disability of the 
President.” 

Article 9. Add the words “except 
as provided in Article 6” after the 
words “They shall have care of the 
real estate and other property of the 
Corporation.” 

Article 9. Strike out the word 
“Matron” wherever it occurs in the 
article and substitute the word 
“Superintendent” in its place. 

Article 12. Strike out the word 
“pay” in the last clause and substi- 
tute the words “expense to the hospi- 
tal.” 

Article 16. Strike out the whole 
article and substitute the following 
“Any inmate may request the visit of 
any spiritual adviser whom he may 
desire, and the Executive Committee 
shall respect such request.”

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 


The Treadway anti-lobby rule was 
acceptable to the joint Committee on 
Rules and was presented Thursday. 
It was not adopted, because Senator 
Spalding of Cambridge thought it did 
not go far enough, so he had it put 
over for a day for further considera- 
tion. His request was a reasonable 
one. The rule would exclude the 
agent or agents of the petitioner seek- 
ing legislation, but there is no provi- 
sion for the exclusion of the princi- 
pals themselves. He contended that | 
Merrill, Tuttle, Bancroft, or any 
other of the railroad Presidents, or 
heads of corporations, could come in- 
to the Senate on the invitation of a 
member and appeal direct to the 
Senators. But the gentlemen referred 
to,, and others of their class, are not 
likely to take the time for lobbying, 
and with the rule of the House adopt- 
ed by the Senate, the professional 
lobbyists will be kept out, and that is 
a long step in the way of reform. If

A few two-month and three-month 
jail sentences for men caught begging 
on ithe streets of the city, such as 
were meted out to three of this sort 
in the municipal court in the past 
week, will put an effectual stop to 
this assault upon the undiscriminat- 
ing public.

Terms Reached Through Roosevelt 


Strike Commission No Longer Ap- 
plicable to Miners’ Conditions, They 
Declare—Operators Willing to Re- 


new Present Compact, but Oppose 


Agreement Proposed by Union Men 


Indianapolis, Jan. 19.—Whether the 
country is to have another coal strike 
or not will probably be decided at the 
convention of the United Mine 
Workers of America which began 
here this morning. The miners will 
put forward the demands that have 
been rejected by the operators, they 
will be rejected by the latter, and the 
issue will be joined. 

Demands of the Miners 
The demand of the miners reads as 


' follows: 


First.—That an agreement shall be 


| negotiated between the representa- 


tives of the miners and the operators 
of the anthracite region and all dis- 


| putes arising under the contract shall 
| be adjusted as provided for in such 
| agreement. 


Second.—We demand the complete 


| recognition of the United Mine Work- 
| ers of America as a party to negotiate 
a wage contract and that the United 


Mine Workers of America shall be 
recognized in our right to provide any 


| method we may adopt for the collec- 


| hour 


tion of revenues for the organization. 

Third.—That we demand an eight- 
day with no reduction of wages. 
Fourth.—That all coal shall be 


| mined and paid for by the ton of 2000 


pounds. 

Fifth.—That we demand a definite 
and more uniform scale of wages and 
prices for all classes of labor at all 
collieries in the anthracite region and 


| that all employes paid less than $1.50 


per day shall receive a 10 per cent 
advance, and all employees paid more 
than $1.50 and less than $2 a day 
shall receive a 5 per cent advance. 
Sixth.—That the system whereby a 


| contract miner has more than one job 


or employs two or more laborers be 
abolished, 

Seventh.—That the employers be 
required to issue uniform pay state- 
ments designating the name of the 
company, the name of the employee, 
the colliery where employed, the 
amount of wages and the class of 
work performed. 

Eighth.—That the contract shall be 
made for the period of one year. 

Agreement Ends March 31 

The officers of the miners’ unions, 
headed by the president, Thomas L. 
Lewis, the successor of John Mitchell, 
are insistent upon these demands. 
The leading operators have declared 
their firm intentions not to grant 
them. As the working agreement be- 
tween the unions and the operators 
expires March 31 some basis of 
agreement must be reached at the 
present convention if peace is to be 
preserved in the anthracite industry. 

The operators are willing to renew 
the agreement, which is one made 
through the mediation of the Roose- 
velt strike commission five years ago, 
but the miners’ leaders declare that 
changed conditions make a readjust- 
ment on more liberal terms to the 
workers necessary. 

The result of the recent election 
among the union mine workers will be 
announced at the convention. 


LINCOLN CENTENNIAL 


President Wants Feb. 12 Set Apart as 
a Special Holiday 

Washington, Jan, 19.—The presi- 
dent sent to congress a special mes- 
sage recommending the passage of a 
law authorizing him to issue a procla- 
mation setting apart Feb. 12, 1909, 
as a special holiday in recognition of 
the centennial anniversary of the 
birth of Abraham Lincoln. The 
president says: 

“I regard the proposal as eminently 
proper. It will be from every stand- 
point desirable to observe this 100th 
anniversary of the birth of Abraham 
Lincoln as a special holiday.” 


Chairs Leave With Cabinet 

Washington, Jan. 19.—President 
Roosevelt and the nine members of 
his cabinet will take with them as 
souvenirs the chairs they have occu- 
pied at cabinet meetings when the | 
president retires from office on 
March 4 They will replace them 
at their own expense. This has been 
the custom of former presidents and 
cabinet members.

The movement now on foot to ob- 
tain possession of the famous Hetch- 
Hetchy valley one of ithe grandest fea- 
tures of the Yosemite National Park 
for a reservoir site, by the city of San 
Francisco, is a question of national 
importance, and one upon which the 
people of every section of the country 
should be made aware of, before it is 
too late to save this natural beauty 
spot from eventual destruction 
There have been many attacks made 
upon the Yosemite Park but none so 
determined or persistent, as the one 
now being made by San Francisco. 

In 1903 Secretary Hitchcock de- 
nied an application for a_ reservoir 
site, but his successor has been per- 
suaded to grant this privilege, under 
certain restrictions. As the grant is 
revocable, a bill has been introduced 
in Congress making the grant perma- 
nent. If this is done the Hetch- 
Hetchy valley will be a thing of the 
past and, another one of our choice 
bits of natural beauty, will have dis- 
appeared. Therefore it is a duty of 
every citizen who wants to see this 
valley preserved to use all their power 
to keep this bill from passing. 


A special meeting of Quincy busi- 
ness men will take place on Jan. 27 
for the purpose of forming a special 
committee to promote savings bank 
life insurance and old age annuities 
in the community. This Massachu- 
setts plan for encouragement of thrift 
and foresight among wage earners is 
already meeting with much success 
in many communities of the state.

Flames Barely Escape 


BIG ROOM QUICKLY GLEARED =»: ssc asta" sc Somine 


Overseer’s Order to Escape by Rear 


Exit of Worsted Mill Obeyed With- 
out Sign of Panic or Hysteria, Al- 
though a Solid Sheet of Flames Pur- 
sued the Fleeing Crowd—Town’s 
Chief Industry Wiped Out : 


North Chelmsford, Mass., Jan. 20. 
—Two hundred operatives, the ma- 
jority of whom were women, were 
driven from their work by a fire that 
destroyed the Brookside Worsted Mill 
No. 2 and the George C. Moore wool 
scouring mill, causing a loss of over 
$600,000, last night. 

One hundred of these operatives, 
including about eighty-five women, 
were nearly hemmed in on the sec- 
ond story of the east end of the 
Brookside mill, and by the coolness 
of Overseer Ogley they were directed 
safely down a rear exit when the fire, 
which had blocked up one of the 
stairways, rushed down the long room 
with such speed that the operatives 
had barely time to-leap from their 
places and plunge for the rear stair- 
way without their street clothes. 

Foreman Ogley discovered the 
flames in a picker located in the east 
department. The flames spread al- 
most simultaneously through the two 
story structure and went through the 
shaft holes of the brick fire wall that 
separated the department from the 
four story south department. 

Help had been called from Lowell, 
but despite this fact the No. 2 mill 
was levelled to the ground and tne 
flames leaped the seventy-five-foot 
space to the scouring mill and in a 
brief time had left but a portion of 
the outer walls standing. Several 
firemen had narrow escapes, but no 
one was seriously hurt. 

The escape of the hundred operat- 
ives in the east department without 
serious injury or loss of life is con- 
sidered remarkable. Ogley saw a puff 
of flame shoot out from a_ picker 
shortly after 5 o'clock. He ran for- 
ward to investigate, when the flames 
burst out in a solid sheet. Ogley 
curtly ordered all the operatives to 
leave at once by the rear exits. 

Even in this short space of time the 
fire had started with a rush down 
the long room, with nothing to stop; 
it. Disregarding their wraps the | 
operatives fled for the stairway and | 
with the flames pressing them hotly 
ran down stairs quickly, but without 
panic, no signs of hysteria appearing} 
among the eighty-five women at work | 
in the department. 

A brick fire wall between a two- | 
story wing and the four-story portion | 
of the mill held back the fire and gave, 
the operatives there time to make} 
their way out in safety. In less than 
twenty minutes the east end of the 
building was a roaring furnace. 

A crew of Lowell firemen who had 
taken their stand on the roof of the 
two-story power house, fifteen feet. 
away, were nearly caught when the’ 
walls nearest them bulged outward. | 
Dropping their hose they turned and 
fled, leaping into a deep snowbank be- |

Several questions, per- 
haps fifteen or twenty, were referred 
to the umpire, and in every instance 
the decisions of the umpire were 
cepted by both parties and faithfully 
abided by. During the second three 
years of the award, which became a 
voluntary agreement by action in 
March, 1906, there has been little for 
the Conciliation Board to do, and so 
far as information goes‘the affairs of 
the anthracite region have been run- 
ping along smoothly and with fair 
satisfaction to all parties. 

“What will happen when the term 
of the award expires in March, 1909, 
mo one can predict, but the existence 
through these years without a break 
in any of its terms of the award is 
something very remarkable ‘indeed, 
and again emphasize the beneficence 
of that method of adjusting difficul- 
ties.”

LEGISLATURE 
SHOULD ACT 


New Haven Road Has Forfeited 
Is Right to Charter 


ATTORNEY GENERAL'S OPINION 


Tells Massachusetts That 
Statutes of State Have Been Violat- 
ed by Railroad Increasing Capital 
Stock and Consolidating Without 
Permission of General Court—Wants 
Provision For Penalty

Boston, Jan. 21.—Charging that 
the consolidation of the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad com- 
pany and the Consolidated Railway 
company of Connecticut, by authority 
of the Connecticut legislature of 1907, 
constituted a violation of the Massa- 
chusetts statutes and of public policy, 
Attorney General Malone declared that 
this action rendered the Massachu- 
setts charter of the New Haven com- 
pany subject to forfeiture. 

This declaration was made in the 
attorney general’s annual report to 
the legislature. Malone. expresses 
the opinion in his report that the 
situation thus brought about is one 
with which the Masaschusetts legis- 
lature, rather than the courts, should 
deal. He says that the legislature has 
the power to enact such legislaton as 
will either legalize the action taken by 
the New Haven company or will repeal 
its charter. 

Public Policy Involved 

Proceedings brought in the courts 
for forfeiture of the charter, the at- 
torney general points out, might oc- 
cupy several years before a decision 
could be reached, and this delay 
would result in much inconvenience 
and financial loss to innocent invest- 
ors. For this reason, the report says, 
the attorney general has not brought 
action against the company in the 
courts, public policy as well as law 
being involved in the case. 

With regard to the express viola- 
tion of the law charged against the 
New Haven company, Malone calls 
attention to the fact that the statute 
in question contains no provision for 
any penalty. He urges that such a 
provision be added to the law. The 
section of the general railroad laws 
of the state which the attorney gen- 
eral declares has been violated is as 
follows: 

“If a railroad corporation owning a 
railroad in this commonwealth and 
consolidated with a corporation own- 
ing a railroad in another state in- 
creases its capital stock, or the capi- 
tal stock of such consolidated corpora- 
tion, except as authorized by this act, 
without authority of the general 
court, or without such authority ex- 
tends its line of railroad or consoli- 
dates with any other corporation or 
makes a stock dividend, the charter 
and franchise of such corporation 
shall be subject to forfeiture.” 

This section, Malone says, has been 
violated, not only by the merger with 
the Consolidated Railway company, 
but by an increase in the capital 
stock of the New Haven company, 
made without permission of the 
Massachusetts legislature. 

“In my opinion,” sums up the at- 
torney general, “such ultimate relief 
as may be afforded by legal proceed- 
ings is inadequate, in view of all the 
circumstances, and the proper tri- 
bunal to decide the important and dif- 
ficult questions to which the situation 
now existing has given rise is the 
legislature of the commonwealth; 
and I call the subject to your atten- 
tion for such action as you may deem 
proper.”

second degree. 

Judge Trenchard ordered court ad- 
journed until Monday, when Cline 
Wheeler, the third of the boys ac- 
cused of the old man’s murder, will 
be placed on trial. 

Walter Zeller, the other boy con- 
nected with the murder, was convict- 
ed of first degree murder last week.

PROTECTIVE TARIFF 


Its “Defenders and Contributors” As- 
semble In New York 

New York, Jan. 21.—The meeting 
of the American Protective Tariff 
league, which began at noon today at 
the headquarters in this city, will 
probably result in an announcement of 
importance respecting the  posi- 
tlon of the league on the pending re- 
vision of the tariff. The membership 
of the league comprises the leading 
protectionists of the country. 

The call for the meeting of the 
league was addressed to its “defend- 
ers and contributors.” The purpose 
was stated to be the election of five 
managers for the term of four years 
and the annual meeting of the board 
of managers for the election of officers 
and executive and standing commit- 
tees. The “wisdom of the best coun- 
sel and advice” of the members in 
connection with the coming revision 
were solicited. 

A Spanish War Criticism. 

When the Spamish war came upon 
us Commodore Dewey was at Hong- 
kong. The navy department had sent 
him no preliminary orders. He didn’t 
know anything about the ultimate pol- 
icy or what the ultimate plan of cam- 
paign would be. The navy department 
didn’t itself know. Dewey should 
have moved two or three days sooner 
than he did, and two or three days 
sometimes are vital.. But our Wash- 
ington officials were only aroused to 
the necessity of giving Admiral Dewey 
an order by a cablegram from Dewey 
informing them that the British gov- 
ernor of Hongkong insisted that our 
fleet must leave there. We were so 
dazed by the immediate exigencies of 
war that the English government had 
to prod us in the ribs to wake us up. 
Then our Washington authorities is- 
sued an order and not till then. They 
told Dewey to proceed to the Philip- 
pine Islands and capture or destroy 
the Spanish fleet. In other words, 
they gave him the stereotyped war or- 
der in the phraseology of the signal 
code, which, literally translated, read: 
“Go ahead and do the best you can. 
We give it up.’’"—Collier’s.

Action Against Insurance Companies 
by Widow of Murdered Man 

Muskogee, Okla., Jan. 2.—Mrs. 
Susie M. Burdette, widow of the late 
Joshua Burdette, a wealthy pioneer 
merchant of Creek county, who was 
the victim of a mysterious assassina- 
tion at Eufaula in 1906, filed suit in 
the United States circuit court here 
for the recovery of $500,000 insur- 
ance upon Burdette’s life.

SOCIAL WORKERS 
GIVE GOOD ADVICE: 


Want More Legislative Protec- 
tion For Children 


Chicago, Jan. 22.—‘Keep the 
child out of the factory.” This was 


the consensus of sentiment at the fifth 
annual national child labor confer- 
ence. The plight of the poor child 
who is taken from school to become 
the support of parents, the unnatural 
and unhealthful surroundings of 4 
child in the factories of the big cities 
and in the cotton mills of the south 
were all described by social workers 
of national repute as an argument for 
more legislative protection for chil- 
dren. 

It was declared that it was not 
alone in enclosed places that children 
were overworked. In the vegetable 
gardens of Delaware and Maryland, 
in the beet sugar fields and in the 
tobacco fields children were employed 
as much as twelve hours a day. 


DEATH OF SELIM SHAKIR 


Figured Prominently In the Rescue of 
Miss Stone From Brigands 

Roswell, N. M., Jan. 22.—Selim 
Shakir, the guide who piloted a body 
of Turkish troops through the moun- 
tains of Macedonia to rescue Miss 
Ellen Stone, the American mission- 
ary kidnapped by brigands and held 
for ransom, died in a hospital here 
of pneumonia. The body will be sent 
to Jerusalem for interment. Shakir 
embraced Christianity many years 
ago. 

Miss Stone is a native of Massa- 
chusetts. With her when she was 
kidnapped was Mrs. Teilka, the wife 
of an Albanian protestant minister. 
The women were taken while travel- 
ing over a mountain road and the 
brigands demanded $110,000 ransom. 
This amount was paid, $65,000 of it 
being raised by public subscription in 
America. The women were held 
captive for six months. 


DEFENDANTS WELL KNOWN 


Makes It Difficult to Obtain Jurors In 
Carmack Murder Case 

Nashville, Jan. 22.—The second 
day in the effort to obtain a jury in 
the trial of Duncan B. Cooper, Robin 
Cooper and John D. Sharpe, charged 
with the murder of Edward W. Car- 
mack, closed with only six men in 
the box. 

It is difficult to find men who do 
not know some of the defendants, es- 
pecially Sharpe, who was sheriff of 
this county for four years, and who 
thus came into contact with most of 
the citizens. Cooper, senior, too, 
has been in polities for years. 

J. E. Curtis, one of the tales- 
men examined, when asked if he 
had any prejudice against the defend- 
ants, startled the court by exclaim- 
ing loudly: 

“Yes, sir; they ought to have been 
hanged long ago.” 


STOCK HAS ACCUMULATED 


Rubber Footwear Factories to Be 
Closed Down Next Month 

Boston, Jan. 22.—About 5000 
operatives employed in the subsidary 
factories of the United States Rub- 
ber company and by one or two small- 
er concerns will be idle during the 
greater part of February, according 
to notices which have been posted at 
various plants. 

“On Jan. 27 the boot mill at Mill- 
ville, the shoe factories in Malden 
and Melrose, two plants in Nauga- 
tuck, Conn., and in other places, will 
be shut down for four weeks. 

The curtailment is due to an ac- 
cumulation of unsold stock, a condi- 
tion largely caused by fine winter 
weather. 


DELIVERED IN PERSON 


Secretary Koenig Journeys to Wash- 
ington With Root’s Certificate 
Washington, Jan. 22.—Secretary ot 
State Koenig of New York arrived 
here today with the certificate of elec- 
tion of Elihu Root as United States 
senator from New York, signed by 
Governor Hughes and the secretary of 
state. Koenig presented it to Vice 

President Fairbanks this morning. 

The custom has been to either mail 
the certificate to Washington or send 
it by messenger. This probably is 
the first time in the history of New 
York that the secretary of state has 
personally delivered to the vice 
president the certificate of election ot 
a senator. 


No Automobiles For Taft 

Washington, Jan. 22.—The urgent 
deficiency appropriation bill was re- 
ported to the senate from the com- 
mittee on appropriations. It carries 
$1,151,602. The committee struck 
out the house provision for an appro- 
priation of $12,000 for the purchase ot 
automobiles for the use of the presi- 
dent, which was included upon the 
expressed wish of Mr. Taft. 


Moroccan Village Wiped Out 
Tangier, Jan. 22.—A landslide 
following a severe shock in the region 
south of Tetuan has wiped out several 
villages. It is reported that hundreds 

of people were killed or injfired. 


Island Partly Inundated 
Sacramento, Cal., Jan. 22.—The 
levees of the lower division of Sher- 
man Island gave way and nearly 5000 
acres were inundated.

Washington, Jan. 22.—The Japan- 


was discussed at conferences between 
President Roosevelt and Senators 
Flint and Fulton and others. The 
president urged the necessity of Cali- 
fornia’s congressional delegation us- 
ing their influence as fully as possible 
against legislation that might be re- 
sented by Japan. 

The president talked cautiously 
with some of his congressional visit- 
ors. 
thought nothing pending in congress 
nor any of the differences between

importance of the Japanese-California 
question. 

Although he talked with great de- 
liberation and care, the president still 
recognizes the existence of a deeply 
antagonistic sentiment against the 
Japanese in California, and the wis- 
dom of placating that sentiment so as 
to end the agitation with as little 
delay as possible. 

Because of the almost unanimous 
feeling in the state the president real- 
izes the responsibility resting upon 
Governor Gillett in using his influence 
upon the legislature to stop legisla- 
tion at this session, and he wants to 
do all he can to share some of that 
responsibility. 

Senator Flint, in his conference 
at the White House, agreed with the 
president in considering that the bur- 
den placed upon Gillett is an import- 
ant and serious one and he is will- 
ing to share with the governor the 
work of trying to allay the irrita- 
tion. The president is not hesitat- 
ing to use the power of Flint and will 
not refrain from doing anything with- 
in reason himself.

Buck Stove and Range Company 
pt Considered Defiance of Law 


Washington, Jan. 22.—‘‘We have 
not asked, and will not ask for 
clemency, and we hope our friends 
will not urge us to pursue such al 
course. Loving liberty as freemen | 
do, as we do, it cannot be difficult to} 
appreciate what incarceration in pris- 
on would mean for us. To ask pardon | 
would render useless all the trial and | 
sacrifice which our men of labor and | 
our friends in all walks of life have) 
endured that the rights and libertics | 
of our people might be restored. Such | 


| 
a pardon would only leave the whole} 


case in confusion, and it would have | 
to be fought over again from the bes 
beginning.” | 
This is some of the language used 
in a remarkable statement, signed by 
Messrs. Gompers, Mitchell and Mor- | 
rison, in the current number of the 
American Federationist, in formal | 
protests against the action of Justice. 
Wright in sentencing them to impris- | 
onment for contempt of court in the: 
Bucks Stove and Range case. | 
Mr. Gompers refers to the “intemp- | 
erate and vindictive spirit displayed | 
by the justice” and to “this tirade of 
judicial abuse and misrepresentation” 
in a separate statement, but he joins 
with Mitchell and Morrison in de-| 
claring that they would not “enter in-” 
to competition with the honorable 
court in the use of invectives, rancor 
or scathing denunciation” and that 
they should protest “against the 


ed flagellation of the cause and of the 
people we have the honor to repre-| 
sent.” \ 

Judges Sometimes Tyrants 

That the trie of labor leaders fully 
understand the responsibility they as- | 
sume in making their statements is | 
shown by their declaration that, even 
though they may be held in additional, 
contempt, “we are willing to accept | 
the consequence. It may be neces- 
sary to the preservation of the liber-| 
ties of the people that a judge should | 
be disobeyed. Judges sometimes} 
usurp power and become tyrants. Dis-| 
obedience to a tyrant is obedience to 
law.” 

Here is another statement: 

“When a judge issues an injunction} 
like that in the Bucks Stove and; 
Range company it is the judge who 
defies the law and not the citizens 
who refuse obedience to his injunc- | 
tion mandates, which would deprive} 
men of their constitutional rights.” 

The statement enters into a close| 
analysis of the famous injunction! 
case and it is asserted that Mitchell 
was not at the labor meetings which} 
directed the circular letters attack- 
ing the Bucks Stove and Range com- 
pany, and that he did not sign or 
have knowledge of its circulation. 

It is asserted that Gompers_ re- 
moved the name of the firm from the} 
“We Don’t Patronize” list as soon as} 
the injunction became operative and} 
had no intent to defy the order of the! 
court by its discussion. Finally, in| 
conclusion, it is said: 

“We are not disrespectful to the 
courts when we protest against a 
wrong decision; rather are we help- 
ing the courts to maintain their 
proper dignity by pointing out ea 
a judge steps from the path of dig- 
nity and right and justice.” 


A THREE-STORY JUMP

Rumford Falls, Me., Jan. 
The theory that a suicide pact ex- 
isted between Arthur Gleason and 
Mrs. Amy Snow, wife of Arthur G. 
Snow, both of whom died Friday, 
seems borne out in part by the de- 
velopments of the coroner’s inquest 
late last night. 

The inquest held over the body of 
Mrs. Snow was conducted by Coroner 
Elliott, and after considering the 
case for several hours, the jury an- 
nounced that the woman committed 
suicide by drinking bichloride of 
mercury. 

The body of Mrs. Snow was found 
in her room at the house where she 
boarded in the village of Ridlonville, 
just across the Androscoggin river 
from Rumford. 

No inquest has been held over the 
body of Gleason and no report as to 
the cause of death in his case has 
been made by the attending physi- 
cian, Dr. Hanlon. Gleason worked 
all day Thursday shovelling snow for 
the town and shortly after he returned 
to the home of his mother in Ridlon- 
ville he was taken ill. 

Dr. Hanlon was called in, but in 
spite of the efforts of the physician 
Gleason died Friday morning. While 
it is understood that the symptoms 
were those of poisoning, no official 
statement has been made concerning 
the cause of Gleason’s illness and} 
death. 

Gleason was 28 years old and Mrs. 
Snow about 30. They lived on the 
same street and had been friendly 
ever since the woman came _ here 
about a year ago to work in a paper 
bag factory. Mrs. Snow had been | 
separated from her husband and she 
was known here as Miss Snow. She 
and Gleason attended a moving pic- 
ture exhibition last Wednesday night 
and Gleason accompanied her to her} 
boarding house. 

She did not leave her room Thurs- | 
day, and Friday, when she still failed 
to make her appearance, the door of 
the room was opened and her body 
discovered.

ley not to run for president, as it was 
a Democratic year, a prediction that 
proved true. For this frank advice he 
paid the future president never entire- 
ly forgave him. 

The second incident occurred after 
Burton had been in congress several 
years. He became disgusted with po- 
lities and quietly said to some of his 
friends that he intended to retire from 
public life. When Cleveland heard of 
that there was a popular wave. Bur- 
ton had always received a large inde-

Universal upristng regardless of party 
to urge him to remain in congress, 
The Democrats told him they would 
put ho opposition candidate in the field 
and lived up to the pledge. 

The third occurrence is of more re- 
cent date and is known of all men. 
When President Elect Taft offered the 
Secretaryship of the treasury to Bur- 
ton that gentleman stood by his guns 
and said he preferred to be senator. 
It took courage to do that, especially 
when there was danger of creating bad 
blood with a future administration of 
his own party. 

The new Buckeye senator has shown 
the same sort of independence all 
through his career. Whenever there 
has been an insurrection in the house 
Burton was usually found at the head 


of it. He led the fight against the 
Senatorial machine” in Ohio, with 
both Foraker and Dick leagued 


against him. While he and President 
Roosevelt are warm friends, he did 
hot hesitate to fight Roosevelt's pet 
plan for four battleships and to criti- 
cise the administration's proposal to 
buy Panama supplies abroad. It is 
plain that Theodore E. Burton not 
only has gray matter, but uses it for 
the purpose that God and nature in- 
tended. He is a party man, yet his 
conscience is in his own keeping. 

One of Burton’s most prominent 
characteristics is caution. He never 
takes a stand until sure of his ground. 
He is constructive, has nothing in 
common with the knocker or pessimist. 
On the matter of appropriations he is 
not an obstructionist, but there must 
be sound reason for expending public 
money before he favors it. 


A Leader of the Bar. 

Mr. Burton's middle name is Elijah, 
which may be the reason that he tries 
to conceal it. He from the 
Western Reserve, where the New Eng- 
land conscience: is still in full force. 
He was born in 15851 in Jefferson, O., 
the home of Ben Wade and Joshua 
R. Giddings. In his modest congres- 
sional biography, consisting of eleven 
lines, Burton says he was educated at

Iowa college, Grinnell, Ia., and at 
Oberlin college, Ohio, from which he 
graduated in 1872. He first started 
teaching, 
practice in Cleveland, where, after the 
usual vicissitudes and scant living of 
the young lawyer, he rose to be one 
of the leaders of the bar. He got into 
politics by being elected to the council,

~ after which the young men insisted on 


his going to congress. He served one 
term, then was out for four years. 
There was a reason for his being out. 
The reason was Tom L. Johnson. In 
fact, the two defeats Burton has suf- 
fered were both at the bands of John- 
son. It is a shame that two such good 
men should slash it into each other 
when there are so Many mean men 
that need running out of politics. 

In 1894 Burton went back to con- 
gress to stay. It was Tom Reed who 
picked him out for the rivers and har- 
bors committee, where he bas made 
life a burden to lobbyists and purvey- 
ors of “pork” ever since. Reed loved 
men with brains, and he saw signs of 
promise in the tall, angular, stoop 
shouldered member from Cleveland. 

Two of Senator Burton’s most con- 
spicuous services in public life, outside 
of being led up as a lamb for the sacri- 
tice in the mayoralty election of his 
own city, were his great speech for the 
Panama canal, in which he convinced 
congress of the advisability of the 
lock instead of the sea level type. and 
his speech nominating William H. Taft 
for president in the last Republican 
national convention. In the past few

but was the most prominently men- 
tioned candidate for speaker outside of 
Cannon, which talk he stopped as soon 
as it came to his ears.

DISAGREE WITH WILEY 


Benzoate of Soda Not Harmful 
Food Preservative, Say Experts 


Washington, Jan. 25.—That ben- 
zoate of soda used as a food pre- 
servative is not injurious to health 
is the judgment of the referee board 
of consulting experts. This conclu- 
sion, which has been approved by 
Secretary Wilson, reverses the find- 
ings of Dr. H. W. Wiley, chief of 
the bureau of chemistry. 

The main general conclusions 
reached by the referee board are as 
follows: 

First—Sodium benzoate in small 
doses (under 0.5 gyams per day) 
mixed with the food is without dele- 
terious or poisonous action and is not 
injurious to health. 

Second—Sodium benzoate in large 
doses (up to 4 grams per day) mixed 
with the food has not been found to 
exert any deleterious effect on the 
general health, nor to act as a poison 
in the general acceptance of the term. 

Third—The admixture of sodium 
benzoate with food in small or large 
doses has not been found to injurl- 
ously affect or impair the quality or 
value of such food.

New York, Jan. 25.—The palatian 
ocean steamshrip Republic, of the 
White Star line, which was in colli- 
sion with the Italian liner Florida in a 
fog Saturday morning off Nantucket, 
Mass., went down at last at 8:30 
o'clock last night. No one was lost. 
Her passengers, taken off many hours 
before, are on the steamship Baltic, 
making for this port. 


derelict destroyer Seneca, proceed- 
ing to New York when she foundered. 
On board her was her commander, 
Captain Sealby, with a volunteer de- 
tail of fifty of her crew. She had 
been towed but a short distance when 
she began to settle rapidly. Seeing 
no hope of saving the ship Captain 
Sealby gave the order “Abandon ship” 
and the crew was taken off by the 
Gresham, which cast loose from the 
crippled liner and stood by until-she 
sunk. 

The Gresham and the Seneca then 
headed for the Massachusetts coast 
and landed Captain Sealby and his 
brave crew at Gay Head, Mass., this 
morning. 

Sunk Off No Man’s Land 

The Republic went down, accord- 
ing to brief wireless messages re- 
off No Man's Land, a 
of Martha’s 
off the Massachu- 


ceived here, 
small island south 
Vineyard Island, 
setts coast. 

The Italian liner Florida, which 
ran into the Republic and gave her 
her death blow, is slowly steaming 
towards New York, convoyed by the 
American liner New York. Her pas- 
sengers also are on the Baltic, hav- 
ing been transferred along with those 
of the Republic. 

The White Star liner Baltic, which 
was called by wireless telegraph to 
the aid of the Republic and trans- 
ferred from the Florida not only her 
own 900 and more passengers, but the 
422 passengers and part of the crew of 
the Republic, 
of New York. 

This, in brief, is the situation in 
the stirring marine accident, follow- 
ing the first wireless message about 
the collision of the two big ships in 
the early dawn of Saturday morning. 
For thirty-six hours the suspense of 
the public was unallayed, for almost 
every hour since the first news 
of the mishap came from the Repub- 
lic’s wireless operator has brought 
conflicting reports from several points 
tending to confuse the situation. 

Loss of Six Lives 

That there was loss of life at- 
tending the collision was not known 
until early Sunday morning. Then 
the wireless, which has had its first 
great trial and proved its utility in 
this accident, brought the information

that Mrs. Eugene Lynch of Boston 
and W. J. Mooney, a banker, of 
Langdon, N. D., had been killed, 


and Mrs. M. Murphy of Grand Forks, 
N. D., and Eugene Lynch of Boston 
were injured. Besides these fatalities 
among the passengers on the Repub- 
lic, it was reported that four mem- 
bers of the Florida’s crew had met! 
death. The bodies of the dead and | 
the injured persons were transrerred 
to the Baltic. 

Never before in the annals of sea | 
lore, so far as known here, have so 
many persons been transferred on the! 
high seas as in this case. Seven | 
hundred persons, in round numbers, ! 
were transferred from the Republic! 
to the Florida, and then 1650 from | 
the last named vessel to the Baltic. | 
That this transfer of nearly 2500 per- } 
sons was effected without the loss! 
of a single life is considered a mar- | 
velous performance, though the for- ! 


tunate occurrence of a placid sea and! 
mild, almost spring-like weather, 

Was an important factor in this im- 

portant work. 

The boats of the Baltic, aided by a} 
great searchlight giving out its! 
strongest rays, worked for nearly} 
twelve hours in transferring the 1650 | 
yassengers. They began their work} 
at 11:40 Saturday night and finished | 
the task at 10 o’clock Sunday night. 

Ship Valued at $1,500,000 

The steamer Republic, which | 
eventually foundered in spite of the! 
brave fight made by Captain Sealby | 
to save his ship, was valued at $1,- 
500,000, the cargo perhaps $100,000, 
and the baggage and valuables of the 
passengers as much more. Al 


The Republic was in tow of | 
revenue cutter Gresham and 


; safety was begun. 


The work of the revenue cutters 
and the derelict destroyer Seneca, of 
the navy department, is coming in 
for high praise among marine men 
here. The cutters Gresham, Acush- 
net and Mohawk, the last named of 


the Massachusetts coast, and the 
Seneca, left their moorings when the 
cry for aid came and ventured to sea 
in the face of dense fog on the mis- 
sion of rescue. Owners of ocean 
tugs in several Atlantic coast ports 
refused to permit their vessels to go 
to sea in the fog, although impor- 
tuned by the White Star agents to 
do so. 

The Republic is sunk in 150 feet 
of water off No Man’s Land and is 
gone forever. Efforts to raise her 
from this depth would be useless, 

As a result of the news that two 
passengers were killed and two in- 
jured, and their identity established, 
the White Star officials were enabled 
to figure just where the Republic was 
struck. Mr. and Mrs. Eugene Lynch 
of Boston occupied stateroom No. 34 
on the port side of the saloon deck, 
just aft of midships; Mr. and Mrs. 
Mooney the adjoining stateroom, No. 
32, and Mr. and Mrs. Murphy state- 
room No. 28. That the killed and 
injured were all in this group of per- 
sons showed that the Republic had 
been struck by the Florida on the 
port or left hand side and would seem 
to indicate that the Florida, which 
had strayed in the fog some _ thirty 
miles from her regular course, was 
crossing the path of the outward 
bound steamers in an endeavor to 
reach the inward-bound lane. 


Details of the Disaster 


Details of the collision at sea in 
the dense fog came fitfully by wire- 
less from many receiving stations 
along the New England coast line. 

The story, though it was brief, 
told how the passengers of the Re- 
puble and the Florida spent anxious 
and uncomfortable hours after the 
collision, and did not feel secure un- 
til 8 o'clock Sunday morning, when 
all were on the Baltic. 

After the transfer of passengers 
from the Republic to the Florida, 
which had no accommodations for the 
400 and more additions to her already 
heavy burden of humanity, Captain 
Voltolin of the Italian ship stood by 
until further help arrived. 

An examination of the Florida 
showed that her cutwater and bow 
were crumpled up as if she had run 
into a stone wall and that her two 
forward compartments were filled 
with water. She showed no signs 
of sinking, though she was slightly 
down by the head. It was deemed 
best, therefore, to transfer not only 
the Republic's passengers but all 
those on board the Florida as well. 

Captain Voltolin of the Florida be- 
lieved his progress to New York 
would be slow, and there were in- 
sufficient accommodations and sup- 
plies for so many passengers. 

Shortly after midnight the tre- 
mendous task of transferring over a 
thousand souls to a place of safety 
was begun. No such task has ever 
before confronted herioc sailors. 

The transfer had to be made in the 
small lifeboats of the big liners. For 
the male passengers, groping a way 
down the side of the steamship 
Florida, standing high out of the sea, 
was a difficult task; for the women 
and children it was one filled with 
dread and the possibilities of death 
and accident. 

Went Through Day of Terror 


The women and children had had a 
day complete with terrors. They had 
participated in a series of calamities 
that are seldom encountered without 
great loss of life. Hundreds of them, 
including the crew, had already un- 
dergone the trials and dangers of 
one trip in small boats, when they 
were transferred from the sinking Re- 
public to the battered Florida. Now 
they must endure the perils all over 
again, with the additional hardships 
and danger and uncertainty of a 
gloomy night so black and menacing 
that they were surrounded with im- 
penetrable darkness. 

The discipline and manliness of the 
sailors on the Italian Florida and the 
cheerfulness and pluck of the English 
tars buoyed up the mothers with 
babes in arms and chidren clinging 
to their skirts. 

All the women and children were 
lowered to the boats by life lines 
and then pulled up the towering sides 
of the great steamship Baltic in the 
same way. 

End of the Republic 

While the transfer of passengers 
was being made, the Republic 
drifted out of sight into the murky 
darkness. Her captain would not 
leave his ship. With a boat’s crew, 
he kept alongside the settling Re- 
public all night long. The revenue 
cutter Gresham came to tow the dam- 
aged steamship with the idea of tak- 
ing her into shallow waters and hand- 
ing her over to the wreckers in the 
hopes of saving her. Captain Sealby 
and volunteer 
steamship. 

With the Gresham towing and the 
Anchor line steamship Furnessia as 
convoy, the attempt to bring her to 
She had pro- 
gressed about fifty miles towards 
Martha’s Vineyard when a storm of 
wind, sleet and hail, with a heavy 
gale and battering seas, burst upon 
the wounded vessel and her heroic 
crew as if enraged at the attempt to 
rob the sea of its prey. The fight 
was too much for the big liner. 

Others of her bulkheads gave way 
and at a point off No Man’s Land she 
sank. Before going down the captain 
and crew were transferred to the 
Gresham.

|church. Attracted by the steel- 
| tipped spire, the long spark shot down 
the 125 foot steeple, bending the 
| weather vane, twisting the conical 
| top and splitting the steeple sides. In 
| the body of the church a great hole 
| was torn in the floor, and every pipe 
|

and steel rod in the edifice was burnt 
!by the speeding electrical spark. 
| The bolt found good conductors in 
| the- many glass pieces and all the 
| windows were smashed in its pass- 
| age, save one. 

|; In a nearby house, Mrs. Mary 
| Ledieux was rendered unconscious 
| for several hours through the effects 
| of the shock when the bolt passed 
| through her house from the church. 
| Telegraph lines and the fire alarm 
| service were placed completely out 
| of commission, the electric light plant 
| was seriously impaired, and but one 
| telephone trunk line remained in 
| working order of the seventy-five in 
| the city. The local service was 
; burned out entirely. 

| In the Monadnock mills the light- 
'ning was attracted by the machinery 
; and burned a hole through the floor, 
; starting a blaze which, had it not

TILLMAN’S SECOND NAME. 


Why the Senator Aroused by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt Was Named Ryan. 
How Ryan was incorporated into 

Senator Benjamin R. Tillman's baptis- 

mal name was thus told a few years 

ago by the South Carolina statesman 
who ts charged by President Roosevelt 
with using his position as a senator to 
further his interest in Oregon land 
eases and other private affairs: 

“The Ryan in my name came from 
an old Whig captain who served in 
the Revolutionary war,” he said. 


There were many Tories in South 
Carolina. They were a third of the 
population, I guess. Ryan was a ter- 
ror in all that region. The Tories fled 
to the timber, with him in pursuit. 
After the British captured Charleston 
the Whigs and old Ryan took to the 
woods. 

“A party of English caught up with 
Ryan unexpectedly and made him a 
prisoner. There were an inclination and 
& purpose to butcher him on the spot, 
but he was a colonial officer, a soldier 
under the laws of war and entitled to 
be treated as such, It was finally 
agreed, therefore, that he should be 
tled and taken to the nearest British 
post. But there was no rope. A 
young man named Booth, a Tory, said 
he would go home and get a pair of 
cotton lines, used in those days for 
plowing. ‘I'd give,’ and he grinned at 
Ryan, ‘a whole season in the cornfield 
to see that old —— tied.’ He brought 
the lines, and Ryan was sent off. In 
some way he got loose; was rescued 
maybe. The first thing he did was to 
notify Booth that he meant to Kill 
him. 3ooth hid in the woods, and 
tyan couldn't find him. 

“It was late in the spring when one 
morning before the break of day Ryan 
buried his musket in a pile of dead 
leaves and climbed a bushy poplar 
tree near Booth’s house. He waited 
all day. Women went to the spring 
to get water, balancing the buckets on 
their heads, as is the practice in the 
south, and one of them put out a wash. 
Ryan kept on watching there in the 
tree. 

“About an hour before sundown a 
sister of Booth went along the grass 
bordered path to the spring. She had 
and 


a wooden bucket in her hand, 
Ryan, right above her among the 
branches, saw something in it. When 


she got to the spring she looked cau- 
tiously about. Seeing nothing, hearing 
nothing, she took a tin bucket out of 
the wooden one and started off into 
the forest. Ryan slid from the tree, 
found his gun and stalked her as he 
would a deer. 

“She came to a log, where her broth- 
er met her. He ate, and she talked. 
Ryan purposely made a noise, and 
they looked and saw him, musket in 
hand, only a few feet away. They fell 
on their knees and pleaded, but Ryan 
killed Booth right there in the pres- 
ence of his My grandfather 
named his son after Ryan, and the 
son, my father, gave the name to me.”

Position of Captain of a Vessel 


While Salling t the Seas 
S ABSOLUTE EIN AUTHORITY 


a Owners of i ieuip Cannot Direct 
Him by Wireless In Matters Relat- 
ing to Navigation—Important That 
Responsibility For Disaster to the 


Republic Be Fixed as Soon as 
Possible 
New York, Jan. 28.—The “un- 


written” law in the marine world that 
the captain of a ship is supreme com- 
mander of his vessel when he leaves 
port will not be modified by the fact 
that the wireless system keeps him in 
constant communication with officials 
of the company. 

This question has been raised since 
the loss of the Republic because prac- 
tically all action taken by the several 
ships engaged in the accident followed 
wireless communications to their 
company Offices. 

Speaking of the new question Vice 
President Franklin of the White Star 
company, said: 

“The ship's captain will ever be 
sole and absolute in authority in the 
navigation of his vessel, no matter 
whether he is in communication by 
wireless with the home offices or not. 
We could direct the captain to change 
his port of destination by wireless or 
order some change with regard to 
preparations to load baggage, but as 
to navigation that is a matter for the 

captain. 

“The captain is responsible for his 
ship when at sea whether he is in 
communication with its owners or 
not.” 

Ship commanders generally are loth 
to consider any suggestions of lessen- 
ing of authority because of the wire- 
less, as they desire to preserve the 
tradition of the sea that a captain is 


monarch of all he surveys when 
aboard ship. 
Preparing to Fix Blame 
Investigations have already been 


started to find the causes of the colli- 
sion of Saturday morning and of the) 
sinking of the Republic. It is of the 
utmost importance to get at the 
truth right away. Suits for damages 
are likely to be brought on behalf of 


either ship or of both. Passengers 
may attempt action to recover the 
value of their lost baggage, and 


damage actions may be brought for 
the death of the passengers who were 
killed in the collision. 

The owners of the Florida have al- 
ready completed the first examination 
of their witnesses. C. B. Richards & 
Co., New York agents for the Lloyd- 
Italiano, with their counsel, Wallace, 
Butler & Brown, spent a day taking 
records of tae statements of the ship's 
officers and men bearing on the acci- 
dent. 

Replying to questions as to whether 
the assertion of representatives of the 
Italign line, that the Republic was 
running at high speed at the time of 
the collision were correct, Mr. Frank- 
lin, vice president of the White Star 
line, said: “The Republic was not 
running at high speed.” 

As to the speed of the Florida, 
Franklin said the rent in the side of 
the Republic was the best evidence. 


MISUSED STATE FUNDS 


Former State Treasurer of Michigan Is 
Convicted by a Jury 
Lansing, Mich., Jan. 28.—Ex- 
State Treasurer Frank P. Glazier, 
whose failure in December, 1907, 
resulted in the closing of the Chelsea 
Savings bank, of which Glazier was 
the head, and which had on deposit 
about $685,000 of state funds, was 
found guilty by a jury of misappro- 

priating state funds. 

Glazier’s attorneys immediately 
gave notice of an appeal to the su- 
preme court and he was released on 
$10,000 bail and given until March 8 
to file a bill of exceptions and a mo- 
tion for a new trial.

Washington, Jan. 28.—President 
Roosevelt thinks that the organization 
of the navy department is not such as 
to bring the best results and he has 
appointed a commission whose an- 
nounced duty it will be “to consider 
certain needs of the navy.” 

The president's action was some- 
what of a surprise in view of the fact 
re- |} that the members of the commission 
appointed yesterday met two weeks 
ago at Washington and endorsed Sec- 
retary Newberry’s plan of reorganiza- 
tion, and in view also of the author- 
ization by the senate of an inquiry 
into naval expenditures, the conduct 
Qf business and the need, if any, of 
\ggislatign to improve the administra- 
tlon of the navy department. 

Announcement of the president's ac- 
tion was entirely unexpected at the 
wavy department. Secretary New- 
berry, who issued an order carryng 
out his proposed plan, with particular 
reference to the navy yards, appeared 
to be the most surprised of all. He 
said that he was not aware that the 
president had taken such action, had 
not seen the letters of appointment 
addressed to the various members of 
the commission, and did not know the 
purport of the letter addressed to him.

Havana, Jan. 28.—With the admin- 
| {stration of the oath of office at noon 
today to Jose Miguel Gomez, the new 
president of the republic of Cuba, 
American occupation of the island 
ceased and the history of this country 
entered ona new era. This afternoon 
Charles E. Magoon, until today pro- 
visional governor of Cuba, will em- 
bark for the United States, leaving 
the government entirely in the hands 


of President Gomez and his advisors. | 


Most of the 5000 American soldiers 
who have occupied the island since 
1896 have been sent home, and the 
remainder will leave by April 1. 

The oath of office was administered 
to President Gomez and Vice Presi- 
dent Zayas by President Barreio of the 
supreme court of Cuba in the pres- 
ence of a great throng of Cubans and 
Americans and other foreigners. To- 
day is a general holiday throughout 
Cuba and from all the six states men 
prominent in the political, commercial 
and social life of the island have gath- 
ered to attend the inauguration. 

Americans In Evidence 

The principal officers of the Ameri- 
can troops still in Cuba, re-enforced 
by the officers of the American war- 
ships in the harbor, made a brave 
showing in their dress uniforms. The 
inauguration ceremonies were preced- 
ed by a parade of the rural guards and 
other Cuban troops, in which the

American soldiers did not participate, 
as it was thought that their presence 


in the procession might recall too 
strongly the fact that for more than 
two years the island has been under 
foreign domination.

Immediately the shores 
of the harbor began to echo with the 
reports of a presidential salute fired 
in honor of the new president by the 
three vessels. The booming of guns 
Was greeted by applause by the 
srowds of Cubans, 


The second American occupation of 
Cuba by the United States began in 
September, 1906, when the resigna- 
tion of President Thomas Estrada 
Palma, since deceased, was followed 
by a short period of disorder in the 
island.

| third annual report of Police Commis- 


sioner O'Meara. 

While such solicitation was confined 
to a few religious and benevolent or- 
ganizations it was tolerated by the po- 
lice, says the report, but the custom 
has grown so that annually more than 
fifty different organizations or solicit- 
ors seek the privilege, and the com- 
missioner declares that, as the law 
strictly forbids such practices, in the 
future it will be enforced to the let- 
ter. 

The annual report shows there were 
68,146 arrests in Boston during the 
year ending Nov. 30, 1908, of which 
42,468 were for drunkenness. Of this 
number 20,270 were non-residents. 

The total number fined for offenses 
were 15,735, representing $158,982 in 
fines. 

There were 6815 persons sent 
prison for a total of 3904 years. 

Commissioner O’Mera compares 
his police officers with the commis- 
sioned officers of the United States 
army. To substantiate his claims he 
states fifty commissioned officers were 
tried by general court martials, 
which secured forty-two convictions, 
with fourteen dismissals from the ser- 
vice. During the same period but 
thirty-six police officers were tried, 
twenty-seven being convicted and 
fourteen of these dismissed from the 
department. 

A warning is sounded in relation to 
the rapid increase of girls between 
the ages of 12 and 17 allowed to roam 
the streets of the city at night. The 
lawlessness of the juvenile class is 
also cited as a serious problem for the 
city. 

For violations of the automobile 
laws 1696 persons were arrested and 
paid fines of $19,338.02. Six were 
killed and 127 injured by automobiles 
during the year. 

Commissioner O’Meara desires to 
have the veteran’s preferance act re- 
revoked so far as it relates to the de- 
partment, so that he may appoint to 
the position of deputy superintendents 
competent men, rather than to se- 
lect those now in line for the position. 
Two such vacancies now exist, for 
which five captains are eligible under 
the veterans’ preference act.

New York, Jan. 30.—Police as- 
sistance of drunken men to their 
homes instead of their being taken 
under arrest to station houses, was 
one of the subjects incisively, if 
briefly, discussed by Police Commis- 
sioner Bingham in testimony before 


the legislative committee investigating 
courts. 

“I think Chief of Police Kohler of 
Cleveland has the right idea,” said 
the commissioner. “If a Cleveland 
policeman meets a drunken 
even a disorderly person on the 
streets, he takes him home. A man 
coming home from a dinner, drunk, 
should not be arrested.” 

As to the existing police discretion 
the commissioner said: “They may 


take a chance and use discretion—for | 


a five dollar bill.” 

Other subjects taken up, some of 
them at much length, were the alleged 
prevalence of graft in dealing with 
women of the streets; the hope- 
lessness of dealing 
évil until, as the 
Pressed it, “ministers are either 
called off or educated,” and white 
slave traffic among immigrants. 

The commissioner described as 
“easy” graft that connected with ar- 
rests of women of the street. He said 
he knew a “system” was worked, al- 
though he could not prove it, whereby 
officers grab a woman, take her to 
the night court, have her fined and 
then have the case “fixed up” so that 
the arresting officer gets his share of 
the money. 

According to his statements the 
white slave traffic is extensively car- 
ried on among immigrants in all parts 
of New York. “If you knew all, 
gentlemen,” he said, “it would break 
your hearts. 

“One of the first things to be done,” 
continued the commissioner, “is to 
abolish the trust controlling the white 
slave trade. There is no use deny- 
ing that there is such a trust, and the 
sooner we realize it the better off we 
will be.” 

After his testimony Bingham was 
asked to amplify his statement that 
white slaves are controlled by a trust, 
He referred his questioners to his an- 
nual report, in which he said: 

“The traffic in importing women, 
especially among the French, has re- 
ceived careful attention from the de- 
partment during the past year. This 
traffic is found to be of large dimen- 
sions. There seems to be very slight 
difficulty in getting women into the 
country. The requirements of the im- 
migration authorities are easily met 
by various simple subterfuges. 

“The new law which went into ef- 
fect July 1, 1907, has been of great

Office as Mayor, When “City 
Reached Lowest Depth of Its Degra- 
dation”—Outline of Features Pro- 
posed In New Boston Charter 
Boston, Jan. 30.—Having for 
thirteen months conducted an ex- 


haustive research into the causes and 
fnstances of alleged maladministra- 
tion, waste and dishonesty in the 
government of the city of Boston, the 
Boston finance commission closed its 
labors by sending to the general court 
the results of its findings in a com- 
prehensive report of some 30,000 
words, accompanying it with the 
copy of an act “to amend the charter 
of the City of Boston,” intended to 


embody the remedy for the abuses 
disclosed. 
Partial reports, covering the find- 


{ngs of various departments as they 
were investigated, have been ren- 
dered from time to time, so that but 
little of the report is actually new. 

A feature of the report of the com- 
mission is a bitter attack upon the 
administration of ex-Mayor Fitzger- 
ald. 

The commission devotes a chapter 
to the administration of 1906 and 1907, 
and says that the spoils system 
reached its culmination during Fitz- 
gerald’s term of office, and that in

The report reviews in detail some 
of its reports made during the year.
